WasHINGTON, July 5.—The condition of 
the President to-night is even more favorable 
than indicated by the last official bulletin.

He was given chicken broth in two- 
pounce doses, and received 18 ounces in all of 
this kind of nourishment. : He grew tired of 
the broth, which, he said, did not satisfy his 
cravings of hunger, and he was given bouillon 
in small quantities,

There is less tym- 
panitis and no abdominal tenderness, except 
in the wounded region. Pulse, 114; tempera- 
‘ure, 109.5° ; respiration, 24.°

slight vomiting, and by 8 o’clock P. M.-the 
President's condition seemed even more serious 
than when you saw him, Since then the symp- 
toms have gradually become more favorable, 
There has been no vomiting or regurgitation 
of fluid from the stomach since 8 o'clock last 
evening. The President has slept a good deal 
during the night, and this morning expresses 
himself as comparatively comfortable. The 
spasmodic pains in the lower extremities have 
entirely disappeared, ieaving behind, however, 
much muscular soreness and tenderness 
to the touch. There is less» tympanitis 
and noabdominal tenderness whatever, ex- 
cept in the hepatic region. Since 8 P. M. he 
has taken an ounce and a half of chicken broth 
every two hours and has retained all. The 
wound was again dressed antiseptically this 
morning. Altogether but one-half a grain 
of morphia has been administered hypodermi- 
cally during the last 24 hours, and it has been 
found quite sufficient. His pulse, however, 
still keeps up. At 8:30 A. M. it was 114; tem- 
perature, 100.5; respiration, 24, Seventy-two 
hours have now elapsed since the wound 
was received. We cannot but feel encouraged 
this morning, although, of course, we do not 
overlook any of the perils that still beset the 
path toward recovery. The course of treat- 
ment agreed upon will be steadily pursued.

Noon.—The President’s condition continues 
to grow better. He seems stronger and is free 
from the tearing pains heretofore complained 
of.

The doctors say he has passed one 
stage of the crisis and has emerged 
in better condition than was expected. There 
are still other dangerous points, but as the 
President advances he is likely from present 
indications to gather strength to meet them. 
The doctors have increased hope, based on his 
present favorable condition, They look 
for a slight decline toward sunset, but 
think he will be found at that_time stronger 
than at the ‘corresponding time yesterday. 
‘Gen. Swaim, who has been a constant attend- 
ant at the President’s bed-side, says the entire 

ppearance of the President at this time gives 
fin some assurance that he will pull through.

A DAY OF BRIGHT HOPE. 
REASSURING BULLETINS FROM THE PHYSI- 
CIANS—THE PRESIDENT’S CONDITION 
GREATLY IMPROVED—EVERYBODY JOY- 
FUL OVER THE GOOD NEWS. 
“ Wasnineton, July 5.—At 9:30 o’clock 
this morning the attendant physicians pre- 
pared along dispatch to the two consuiting 
surgeons, giving in detail the progress of the 
case since their departure. This was immedi- 
ately hydrographed and copies distributed 
around the city. It said that after Drs. 
Agnew and Hamilton left the dangerous symp- 
toms continued, and by 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing the President’s condition seemed even more 
serious than when they saw him, From that 
time on, however, his symptoms had 
gradually become more favorable. There 
had been no vomiting or regurgita- 
tion of fluid from the stomach, the spasmodic 
pains in the lower limbs had ceased entirely, 
there was less tympanitis, and no abdomi- 
nal tenderness whatever, except in the region 
of the wound. The President had been able to 
sleep well, although only half a grain of mor- 
phine had been administered to him hypo- 
dermically during the 24 hours, and he had 
taken an ounce anda haif of chicken broth 
every two hours, and retained it all. On 
awakening he had expressed himself as feeling 
comparatively comfortable... His pulse, how- 
ever, kept up. Inconclusion,the physicianssaid : 
“We cannot but feel encouraged this morning, 
although, of course, we do not overlook any of 
the perils that still beset the path toward re- 
covery.” This ample confirmation of the good 
news contained in the previous bulletin was 
received with brightened countenances and ex- 
clamations of delight by everybody. A big 
man in a loud voice r ad it to the multitude in 
front of the White House gate, and the gather- 
ing soon afterward contentedly dispersed. A 
load seemed lifted from the city.. The wheels 
of business, which had been ata stand-still 
since Saturday morning, immediately began 
to revolve, and the citizens went about their 
usual vocations with cheerful faces. The 
number of privileged callers within the White 
House gradually diminished until the rooms of 
Private Secretasy Brown and his assistants 
presented a comparatively deserted appear- 
ance, and those overworked officers. who have 


The 
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been uniformly courteous and eager to oblige 
under circumstances of the most trying char- 
acter, were enabled to sit down and enjoy a 
little needed rest. The Cabinet Ministers all 
went to their respective departments before 
11 o’clock with smiles on their faces, 

At 12:30 a second bulletin was issued, re- 
porting a continuation of the favorable symp- 
toms and a fall in the President’s pulse of two 
degrees. Secretaries Windom and Blaine re- 
turned about 2 o’clock. A great change had 
taken place in the latter since last night. He 
was bright, fresh, and altogether a new man, 
He said to a TIMES correspond¢ént that he went 
to bed at 1A. M., and slept without moving till 
90’clock. This had refreshed him greatly, and 
the good news had completed his recuperation. 
He regarded the case of the President as ex- 
tremely critical, but said that every hour gave 
increased hope, if not confidence. ‘‘Up to 8 
o’clock last evening,” he continued, ‘‘the phy- 
sicians had had to contend with the difficulty 
of not being able to keep any food upon the 
President’s stomach. He was constantly vom- 
iting, and, should this have continued, it 
would have been impossible for him to survive 
many hours. Finally, at the suggestion of one 
of the Cabinet ladies, it was determined to try 
the old-fashioned specific known as toast-water. 
Some was made and given to him,*and for the 
first time he retained it. A foundation was 
thus laid for stronger diet. Milk and lime- 
water were subsequently administered with 
such success that it was thought advisable to 
try chicken broth, and it resulted in the most 
gratifying manner.’’ Col, Rockwell continued: 


the narrative by saying that the President 
dropped asleep naturally at 10 o’clock, and 


slopt uninterruptedly from 10:30 until] mid- 
vight. For the first time since the shooting 
the sleep was quiet, restful, and unperturbed. 
The pains in the feet ceased entirely, and 
there was no repetition of the vomit- 


ing. After midnight there were fre- 
quent periods of wakefulness, but taking 
it altogether, Col. Rockwell estimated that 
the President slept fully three-quarters of 


the night. In the morning he appeared 
to be, and said he was, wonderfully re- 


freshed. These favorable symptoms had con- 
tinued all day. A short time before Secretary 
Blaine’s arrival, the President had his first 
movement of the bowels, as a result of the 
food retained, since he left for the railroad de- 
pot Saturday morning. This event had been 
looked forward to with the utmost anxiety and 
apprehension by the physicians as bearing 
upon the possiblity of injury to the intestines. 
To their great joy there was no blood in the 


-excreta, as must have been the case had the 


bullet even grazed the intestines. In subse- 
quent conversation they said thatit had been 
demonstrated beyond the possibility of doubt 
that in respect to those vital organs President 
Garfield is perfectly sound, and they added 
that this was the most important development 
yet arrived at in their diagnosis of the case. 

Mrs. Garfivid enjoyed a good night’s sleep, 
and this morning looked strong and fresh. 
She has been in the sick-room all day, devoted- 
ly ministering to her husband. No one else, 
except Gen. Swain, Col. Rockwell, the physi- 
cians, and Steward Crump, who, Col. Kock- 
well says, has developed remarkable qualities 
as a nurse, were admitted to-day. The Presi- 
dent smiled constantly at his wife and attempt- 
ed frequently to engage in conversation with 
her, but every endeavor was met with a stern 
remonstrance from the male watchers. Once 
President Garfield made a more than usually 
persistent plea that his wife might be permit- 
ted to read the New-York newspapers to him, 
but this, too, was forbidden, and with a quizzi- 
cal look of resignation the sufferer turned over 
and took a nap. 


The purpose of the visit of Secretaries 
Blaine and Windom was to discuss the ad- 
visability of applying to the sick-room the ad- 
vantages of the refrigerator system of cool- 
ing the atmosphere, in connection with a 
series of punkahs, whose motion should keep 
the air in circulation end freshen it. The 
opinion of the physicians was favorable to 
the plan, but it was thought, before adopting 
it, best to consult Prof. Hildegarde, who has 
had considerable experience in India, and a 
telegram was sent requestirg his presence at 
another meeting of the Cabinet and the physi- 
cians to be held later in the afternoon. On 
his advice the apparatus was ordered. Secre- 
tary Blaine took his departure at 2:30, but 
Secretary Windom was still in the Cabinet 
room when Vice-President Arthur called at 


‘3:30 P. M., accompanied by Senator Jones, of 


Nevada, and was at once ushered inside. 
Secretary Hunt followed a few moments later. 
Gen. Arthur remained in the Cabinet room 
upward of half an hour. When heemerged he 
was asked whether he had seen the President. 
‘*Oh, no,” he exclaimed earnestly. *‘I would 
not add to his danger,’ he added, with a long 
sigk of relief. ‘‘I feel much better, though 
I had a very bad night last night, 


The news is so good.” He _ looked 
very worn and _ worried, as though 
he had not slept for many hours. Among the 


other visitors during the day were Gen. Sher- 
man, Senator Allison, Sir Edward Thornton, 
Register Bruce, Col. Ingersoll, Justice Har- 
lan, Congressmen Money, of Mississippi, and 
Wilson, of West Virginia, and the Japauese 
Minister. AJ)l expressed their gratification in 
‘entbusiastic terms, and went away almost 
laughing with delight. Postmaster-General 
James returned about 4 o’clock, and was met 
by Col. Rockwell, who had just come from the 
sick-room, with the joyous exclamation: ‘' His 
pulse has gone down to 104, the lowest point 
yet. He is certain to pull through now.” 

Mr. James uttered a fervent *‘ thank God,” 
and listened eagerly to the Colonel’s narrative 
of the day’s events in‘the sick-room and to the 
reading of two dispatches just received, one 
from the ex-rebel General, Joe Johnston, and 
the other from President Garfield’s fellow- 
Alumni of Williams College, whose meeting of 
yesterday he was to have attended. 

Since 4 o’clock this afternoon the favorable 
symptoms of the President have continued, 
and the faces of the watchers in the White 
House are wreathed in smiles of hope. The 
patient has slept at intervals during the after- 
noon, and although his naps have not been so 
long or beneficial as they were during last 
night, they have been as sound as could 
naturally be expected by daylight on an ex- 
tremely warm day, and he has awakened from 
them apparently greatly refreshed. They have 
not been of long duration, generally lasting 
from five to fifteen minutes. Toward evening 
the President grew somewhat weaker, but this 
was looked for by the physicians,. and is not 
regarded as an unfavorable symptom. The 
‘system always relaxes toward evening. 
The pulse of the President, which 
had fallen to 104 early in the after- 
noon, was raised two beats toward 
evening, but this, too, was expected, and Dr. 
Bliss congratulated himself that the change 
was not greater that it was. The nourish- 
ment which the President has been able to 

take during the dav is having a good effact in 


adding to his reserved force, and he has had 
no difficulty in keeping it in his stomach 

which is a very hopeful sign. At 7 o’clocka 
cup of strong beef tea was taken to him and 
he drank considerable of it, retaining it with- 
out any trouble. At 8 o’clock the doctors 
bathed his feet and limbs and changed his po- 
sition in the bed, 


In the meantime the room of Private Sec- 
retary Brown began to fill again with persons 
anxious to see the bulletin which was to be 
issued at 9 o’clock. All the members of the 
Cabinet, with their ladies, and all the 
gentlemen who have been daily call- 


ers reappeared. Among those who have 
not visited the White House before ~as 
ex-Collector Thomas Murphy, of New-York. 
Twenty-four hours had made a great differ- 
ence in the feelings of everybody, and the long 
and sober faces which were everywhere con- 
spicuous last night were supplanted by smiling 
looks, The gentlemen of the Cabinet moved 
about among the callers, laughing and chatting 
freely, and showing bv their actions that they 
at least believed the crisis was passed and that 
the President was safe on the road to a gradual 
recovery. Thesame feeling prevailed in the 
streets. The good news had been repeated all 
day long, and the excitement of the past three 
days had completely vanished under the reas- 
suring intelligence. The usual crowd began to 
gather in front of the Exccutive Mansion at 
about 8 o’clock in anticipation of the bulletin 
which was to come, but it was not so large as 
that of last night, and the men composing it 


were inspired with a well-grounded hope 


that was wanting 24 hours before, 
The bulletin was posted at 9 o’clock. It 


announced that the President’s condition was 


as favorable as it had been in the morning. 
His pulse registered 106, a fall of 18 since last 
night; his temperature was 100 9-10°—al- 
most within 2° of a normal temperature— 
and his respiration was 24, No further bul- 
letin will be issued during the night unless 
some very unfavorable change appears, which 
the doctors do not consider at all probable. 
Dr. Bliss says that in preparing his bulletins 
he is very careful not to say anything which 
will cause any undue or unwarranted hopes, 
and in order to avoid this he rather under- 
states than over-states the grounds for hope. 
There is no doubt that the condition of the 
President is very critical, and his life still 
trembles in a balance so nicely poised that the 
slightest accident may turn the scale, But the 
Nation may safely hope now for the ultimate 
recovery of its chief magistrate, although it 


-will be probably many weeks before he will be 


able to leave his bed, should his dife be saved. 

Secretaries Lincoln and Hunt and Post- 
master-General James calied to-day on Vice 
President Arthur at the residence of Senator 
Jones. They took with them messages of 
cheer from the White House. Mr. Arthur re- 
ceived the news with expressions of joy. The 
visits were without significance. 

Mrs. Edson will sit at the President’s bed- 
side all night, and Mrs. Blaine will keep her 
company until a late hour. Drs. Bliss and 
Woodward will remain on watch in the ad- 
joining room until morning.

ANOTHER WEARY NIGHT WATCH. 

THE PRESIDENT SLEEPS WELL AND AWAEES 
REFRESHED—JOY OF THE CROWDS AT 
THE FAVORABLE BULLETINS—THE PA- 
TIENT WATCHERS AND THEIR TASK. 

Wasuineton, July 5.—The weary vigil 
at the Executive Mansion was continued dur- 
ing last night, and while the masses of the 
community were sleeping away the excite- 
ment of the day the occupants of the mansion 
were silently observing the slightest changes 
which took place in the symptoms of the Pres- 
ident. At 10 o’clock, when the last bulletin of 
the day was issued, a great crowd of men, 
women, and children stood waiting in front of 
the gate leading to the grounds. Solarge was 
the throng that it stretched entirely across 
Pennsylvania-avenue to Lafayette-square, and 
blockaded the sidewalks on both sides of the 
avenue. A solitary sentry paced in front of 
the gate and kepta space about 20 feet wide 
clear for the passage of carriages and such 
persons as were favored with passes to the 
grounds, The bulletin which gave an en- 
couraging account of the symptoms of the 
patient was eagerly read by the crowd, and 
the announcement was that no more news 
would be given during the night. This an- 
nouncement had the effect of dispersing the 
throng, and all but about 20 men left the White 
House for their beds. Tnose who remained 
stretched themselves on the stone foundations of 
the iron fence and prepared ‘to spend the night 
in watching the mansion. The soldiers who 
are ,bivouacked on the eastern lawn stretched 
themselves on the grass, and, covered with 
their blankets, went to sleep under a cloudless 
sky made beautiful by millions of twinkling 
stars, Inside the Executive Mansion prepara- 
tions were made for closing the building 
as soon as the bulletin was issued. The .mem- 
bers of the President’s family and the other 
inmates of the house were worn out by con- 
tinual watching sinee last Saturday and by the 
fears and worry of the past 48 hours, and the 
doctors were also exhausted by the steady at- 
tention which they had given to the President. 
It was deemed reasonably certein that no 
change for the worse was to be feared during 
the night, and Dr. Bliss thought is was per- 
fectly safe for the inmates of the mansion to 
take a little needed rest. Drs. Barnes and 
Woodward were relieved for the night at 11 
o’clock, and went to their homes to sleep. Drs. 
Bliss and Reyburn went to sleep in the sur- 


geons’ ‘room, adjoining the sick-cham- 
ber, and Dr. Gunnell, of the Navy, 
was left to watch the President, with 


instructions to call the sleeping physicians 
should any unfavorable symptoms occur dur- 
ing the night. Mrs. Garfield went to bed in 
the north-western corner of the building, and 
all loud conversation in the portico was pro- 
hibited that her rest might not be disturbed. 
All the members of the Cabinet and their 
ladies, with the exception of Mrs. Blaine, left 
the house at 11 o’clock, and Gen. Sherman, 
who was the last to remain, went away soon 


after. In passing James A. Garfield, Jr., 
who looked sad and_ dispirited, the 
General patted him tenderly on the 


head and said, inf a soothing tone: ‘‘ Keep up 
agood heart, Jimmy, your father is better.” 
The boy smiled sadly and shook Gen. Sherman 
by the hand as he passed out of the room. 
Stanley Brown, the President’s private secre- 
tary, closed the door upon the last visitor a 
few minutes after 11, and he too retired to gain 
some little rest. He had not been in his bed a 
single hour since the tragedy of Saturday 
morning. At midnight everybody in the 
house, with the exception of Dr. Gunnell and 
Mrs. Blaine, who were watching the President, 
had retired, and, worn with long watching and 
anxious fears, had fallen into heavy sleep. 
The door leading to the vestibule was locked 


and guarded by two portly policemen, who 
sat on the portico and conversed in. low tones

ARGUING ABOUT POSSIBILITIES. 
Lone Branex, July 5.—Ex-Gov. Bedle, 
the Hon. Leon Abbett, and several other con- 
spicuous Democrats and lawyers engaged ina 
discussion on the Mansion House stoop last 
evening as to the turn public affairs might 
take in the dreaded event of President Gar- 
field’s death. Their speculations indicated 
that the place of Gen. Arthur’s nativity may 
become a topic of vast national interest. The 
campaign story that he was born in 
Canada was revived and made the 


basis of their theories. Upon the question, 


as to the place of his birth, they confessed 
that they had not sufficient information to 
base a judgment. But the 
purpose of the discussion, that the allegation 
that Gen. Arthur was not a native-born citi- 
zen was not without foundation. Perhaps 
they were helped all the more readily to this 
conclusion by the fact that all or most of' 
those in the party were Democrats. If Gen. 


Arthur was not born in this country, he. 


would be disqualified from ascending to the 
Presidency. The United States Constitu- 
tion declares that only natives shall be 
qualified to hold the office. That Gen. Arthur 
was chosen Vice-President is a fact which does 
not affect the question. The Vice-President, 
when he steps up to take the oath of office as 
President, must have all the qualifications of a 
President, the same as if the lgnity were the 
direct gift of the people: If Gen. Arthur 
should by any turn of the wheel of fortune be 
found ineligible because of his nativity, the 
temporary President of the Senate would, 
under the circumstances, be President Gar- 
field’s successor. But the Senate, on adjourn- 
ing, failed, it was said, to electa President pro 
tem, The chair of the Senate was filled 
on occasions by a Senator from the floor. 
Whether his elevation to the chair for tempo- 
rary purposes would make him President 
pro tem. so as to qualify him to succeed to the 
Presidency of the Nation was a matter that 
might depend upon the rules of the Senate. 
If the rules of the Senate failea to make a tem- 
porary Chairman the President pro tem., 
then the next in the line of the succession 
would be the Speaker of the House, and the 
lower house of Congress has as yet chosen no 
Speaker.

DEMOCRATIC CONDEMNATION, 


AxBany, July 5.—The Democrats of the 
Legislature, who have been very earnest in 
their desire to hear favorabie news from 
Washington, and participating in the anxiety 
felt by nearly everybody here, this morning 
decided, in the absence of any action by the whole 
body, to do something to express their sense of 
sorrow and indignation at the crime and 
the threatened calamity.

None the less are our hearts 
filled with sympathy with the President, stricken 
down in his strength and vigorous manhood, and 
for his sorrowing family weeping around the bed- 
side over which now hovers the angel of death. 
While we know the utter inadequacy of language

DESCRIBING TWO SIMILAR CASES. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 5.—A paper read five 

years ago by Dr. William S. Forbes, of this 
city, now Demonstrator of Anatomy at the 
Jefferson Medical College, has been revived 
here by the interest felt in President Garfield’s 
condition. 1t contains reports of two cases of 
gun-shot wounds in the abdomen from which 
the patients recovered. The first is that of 
a negro, who had been shot by a Police officer, 
the ball striking him half an inch above the 
right nipple, and entering the thoracic cavity 
just below the fifth rib. The ball, which 
weighed 50 grains, wounded the lung, the liver, 
and the intestines. The patient seemed to suffer 
very little, but was kept under the in- 
fluence of opium, four grains a day at 
first and afterward two grams a day. 
which kept his bowels perfectly quiet until 
the eighteenth day, when they were relaxed, 
and on their second evacuation the same day 
the bullet was passed and recovered. On the 
twenty-eighth day the manran away to es- 
cape the officers of justice, and Dr. Forbes 
seems to have lost all sight of him. ‘ 

The second case was that of a boy, 12 years 
of age, who was shot by a companion with a 
pistol loaded with gravel. The load tore four 
small ragged openings in the abdomen, on the 
right side of the umbilicus; the patient was 
dosed with opium, calomel, and acetate of am- 
monia, and eight ounces of blood were taken 
from his arm, The bowels were kept perfect- 
ly quiet until the twelfth day, and on the 
sixteenth day four gravel-stones were 
passed. Ten days later the patient was 


agg entirely well. In his case 
r. Forbes expresses the opinion that 
three of the stones penetrated the 


small intestine and the fourth the ascend- 
ingcolon. He claims that they establish the 
correctness of his treatment for wounds of 
this character—rest enforced and maintained 
by opium and by diet—and- devotes a large 
part of his treatise to deprecating the practice 
of probing gunshot wounds of the great cari- 
ties of the body for missiles, or, indeed, for 
any purpose whatever.

DR. HAMILTON MUCH PLEASED. 
FEELING THAT THE LATEST INFORMATION 
POINTS TOWARD A RECOVERY. 

The intelligence of the improvement in Presi. 
dent Garfield’s condition was received yesterday 
by Dr. Frank H. Hamilton with unconcealed pleas 
ure. About noon the comprehensive dispatch 
prepared by the atterding physicians at Wash: 
ington for the especial information of himseli 
and Dr. Agnew, of Philadelphia, was delivered 
at his house. After reading it over carefully, he 
exclaimed, ‘‘ That is good, very good!” The symp 
toms of the President as described in the dispatch 
were regarded by Dr. Hamilton as being of the 
most encouraging character. ‘* That information,” 
he said toa Times reporter last evening, “lifted 2 
load from off my heart, and, I think, off ‘the hean 
of the Nation as well.” 

.*Then you had little hope of the President's re 
covery when you returned from Washington o1 
Monday night ?’”’ 

“I did notsay so,” replied the Doctor. “I have 
not] expressed any personal opinions whatever a: 
to the chances of Mr. Garfield’s recovery. I havi 
had my own private views on the subject, but ap 
preciating the fact that I might have cause tc 
change them I have carefully avoided making 
them public. From what I have learned to-day 
however, I consider the President’s case ;, more 
hopeful than it was when I last saw him. Dr. 
Bliss’s dispatch is full of encouragement, for ‘it in 
dicates that the immediate danger is past.” Dr 
Hamilton did not think the hot weather would 
prove a hindrance to recovery. The sick room 
was a large, cool, and comfortable apartment, aad 
the President was not likely to suffer much from 
the heat. The increase of the patient’s pulse and 
temperature at night would have no special signif? 
eance. Such a change was common to all invalids. 

“One particularly good feature- of this case,’ 
proceeded the Doctor, “isthe President’s increas 
ing ability to get natural sleep. At first, on ac: 
count of his intense suffering, he was compelled to 
take considerably more morphine than was good 
for him, but now the pains in his legs and feet 
seem to be going away and the regular courses of 
nature are resuming their sway. There has as yet 
been no explanation of the cause of these severe 
pains in Mr. Garfield’s extremities, which he has 
designated as ‘tiger’s claws.‘ The causes that 
produce those pains form a matter of speculation 
among physicians. They have not been able to de- 
termine whether the President has sustained a 
shock to his spinal column or an injury of 
the ganglionic nerves. In the latter case 
the effect would come under the head of 
reflex disturbances. The main thing at pres- 
ent is to watch the inflammatory symp- 
toms. While I was in Washington there was 
a@ certain amount of inflammation of the peri- 
toneum observable, but the fact that the patient is 
now able to take food ‘and enjoy the repose of 
natural sleep indicates that the danger from.in- 
flammation is lessening. In fact, the symptoms ara 
so encouraging that it seems to me the President 
now has pretty clear sailing. He is fairly in deer 
water, with no threatening rocks and little danger 
of running aground.” With regard to the extrac 
fion of the bullet, Dr. Hamilton expressed the opin 
ion that under no circumstances should an attempt 
be made at present to find the missile. It would 
not be safe to search for that for some time td 
come. It was of paramount importance that the 
President should be allowed to regain as much 
strength as possible before any incision of the ab 


dominal cavity was made.

A TALK WITH PROF. LOOMIS. 

HE THINKS THAT THE PRESIDENT SUFFERS 
FROM A FORM OF PERITONITIS NOT 
NECESSARILY FATAL. 

Prof. Alfred L. Loomis, when asked for his 
Opiaion as to the President’s prospect of recovery, 
in view of the 6 o’clock bulletin representing his 
eondition as favorable, said it was scarcely a aues 
tion for a physician in his specialty to pronounce 
upon. Indeed, it would be rash aud conjectural 
for any one to express a decided view one way 
or the other at the present stage, and he did not 
wish to be understood as doing so, although he 
considered the public entitled to any reassuring 
intelligence that was possible under the circuza- 
stances, and to any encouraging inference tbat 
could be properly drawn. He had, he said, 
just risen from a reading of Dr. Hamilton's 
opinion as reported by an evening paper, and he 
considered it as very judiciously expressed. He 
thought the thing to be feared in the President's 
case was pyemia or septicemia—the usual sequel 
of a laceratead wound. The temperature, puise, 
and respiration did not appear to indicate severe 
peritonitis, and, as he understood the matter from 
the reports of the surgeons in attendance, the in- 
testines and kidneys were uninjured. It was an 
excellent symptom that the President could take 
and retain nourishment, and showed that there wag 
no serious lesion of the alimentary tract. 

“But is not peritonitis a daugerous complica: 
tion?” 

“Not necessarily so,” answered the Doctor 
“ Physicians distinguish three kinds of peritonitis, 
or inflammation of the peritoneum. Two of them 
are very perilous and generally prove fatal ina 
shorttime. The first and mildest form is one that 
supervenes in cases of injury to any ong of the vis- 
cera over which the thin, translucent membrane 
of the peritoneum is reflected. forming a sac or 
ease in which the organ is inclosed. Inflamma- 
tion of this membrane, local or general, may take 
place in lesions of the liver, heart, Inngsa. o% 
other internal organ, and the patient is then 
said to have peritonitis. But this form of 
the disease is secondary to disease of the adjacent 
organ, and is not generally considered dangerous, 
Itisa complication that frequeatly arises in in 
flammation of the larger viscera, and one that the 
‘sractitioner often razarda aa comparatively insim 
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nificant in the treatment of disease. Of course, it 
is always liable to prove dangerous, and will never 
be regarded as trivial by a good physician, par- 
ticularly if the injury to the adjacent organ 
or organs i8 severe amd extensive; but it 
is mot necestarily a source of fatality. 
There is another form of peritenitis which gener- 
ally drives on rapidly, often within a few hours, 
toa fatal termination. This takes place when the 
intestine is perforated, by disease or accident, and 
an escape of gases or migration of foreign matter 
into the peritoneal cavity follows. There is no 
evidence of any such perforation by the bullet in- 
tended to destroy the life of the President. In- 
deed, the alimentary tract appears to have 
escaped injury, and the shock having measurably 
subsided, its function is comparatively un- 
impaired. The third form of peritonitis—one ae 
rapid in its fatality as that arising from perforation 
is known to the profession as the infectious type 
of the disease. It arises from blood-poisoning, and 
may supervene when a lacerated wound has gone 
on to suppuration and to the exercise of a septio 
influence upon the previously healthy biood.” 

Dr. Loomis intimated that there might be danger 
from this source in the President's case by and by, 
but appeared to think that a sufficient period for 
Its development had not yet elapsed. He» was in- 
clined, therefore, to class the peritonitis from 
which the President is now suffering with the 
mildest and least dangerous type of the disease, 
but did not wish to be understood as giving an 
opinion in the case.

TRACING GUITEAU’S HISTORY. 
HOW THE ASSASSIN BECAME WELL KNOWN 
IN BOSTON. ; 
Boston, July 5.—The Traveller this after-- 
noon says: “ During the Winter of 1879-80 Guitean, 
while in Boston, applied at the office of a promi-* 
nent life insurance company for a position as: 
agent. He wasa perfect stranger to the officials, ' 
but by using the name of his brother, who was’ 
known to them, he secured a favorable considera- 
tion of his application, and they told him that.he' 
might go to work for them, and that they would 
accept any first-class risks that he might obtain for 
them. Upon this he proceeded to:make the office 
of the company his head-quarters, receiving and 
answering his letters there. . Upon being asked by 
one of the officials if he had secured a license from 


the insurance company, and replying in the nega- 
tive, he was told that he must secure one immedi- 
ately or he would not be permitted to do business 
for the company. He thereupon put in an ap- 
plication for one, but, as it appears from the 
records, never took it out. A few days 
later a package was left at the office 
of the company for him, and being questioned in 
regard to it, he stated that it contained books 
which he was peddling. He was told that the com- 
pany did not care to employ book peddlers, and 
was summarily ordered to leave the premises. His 
associations with the company vovered a period of 
less than two weeks, and during that time, though 
continually telling how much he was going to do, 
he accomplished nothing whatever, and it was evi- 
dent, even before the discovery that he was a book 
peddler, that he was nothing more or less than a 
professional ** dead beat.’’ A leading officer of the 
company asserts that during the short time that 
Guiteau nominally acted as agent he showed no 
signs of insanity, nor was he in any way noticeably 
peculiar in his acts or conversation. He was, how- 
ever, very glib in his talk, and apparently possessed 
of considerable business qualifications. 

Members of the Legislature of 1880 will remem- 
ber Guiteau as a short, slim man, witha full beard, 
who habitually haunted the House of Representa- 
tives during the sessions, and who by some meang 
obtained a pass to the floor. During his stay here 
he frequently exhibited a card bearing the inscrip- 
tion, ‘Charlies J. Guiteau, attorney-at-law, Broad- 
way, N. Y.”. The general impression was that he 
was a ‘‘beat.”’ It could not be traced that he 
was in any way interested in pending legislation, 
and there was much speculation as to his 
business. Guiteau haunted the library and pored 
over volume after volume, and seemed to be at 
work on some undertaking the purport of which ke 
scrupulously guarded from all inguirers. His move- 
ments were the theme of general comment among 
the attachés of the House, and a short time after it 
was noticed that articles of wearing apparel be- 
gan to disappear in an unaccountable manner, 
Suspicion was at once directed to Guitean, and 
finally Assistant Door-keeper John E. Killian took 
him aside and invited him to adjourn sine die. 
Since that time he has not been seen at the State- 
house, and the next heard of him came over the 
wire from Washington. 

RocuestTEr, N. Y., July 5.—There is a man kere 
who saw Guiteau draw a pistol on a man in an as- 
signation house in Chicago a few years ago. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—The Jnguirer will print 
to-morrow an interview with a Philadelphian with 
whom Charles J. Guiteau lodged for several 
days three years ago. The gentleman, while de- 
clining to give his name now. is ready to appear as 
A Witness in the case when summoned. Guiteau 
presented himseif at the gentleman's house 
when he was away, referred te prominent 
Methodist clergymen as to his character, 
and represented himself as an attorney at 
law and a local Methodist preacher. When the 
gentleman returned he was not prepossessed with 
nis guest’s appearance, and told his wife that the 
man’s cropped hair made him look as if he had es- 
caped from a lunatic asylum. There was nothing, 
however, in his conversation or manner to indicate 


fnsanity. He attended Dr. Warren’s church, 
and on his return criticised the sermon 
in a manner, which, for depth, clearness, 


and intelligence the gentleman said he had never 
heard surpassed. From that moment he set him 
down asa man of clear head and of more than 
average talents. The next morning, however, he 
mysteriously disappeared, leaving a note thanking 
the family for their hospitable entertainment and 
promising to remit. They heard nothing more 
from their guest until his name was mentioned in 
connection with the attempted assassination.. The 
ministers whose names he had used say they know 
nothing about him. 

Cuicaeo, July 5.—Evidences of Guiteau’s villainy 
are continually coming to — Nearly every 
boarding-house keeper in the city has a bill against 
him. Nearly every restaurant hashbis “I O U,” and 
all the hotels have records to his discredit. Tne cu- 
mulative evidence is to the effect that he isan innate 
scoundrel, devoid of morality or decency, rather 
than that heis insane. Nobody ever considered 
him insane, but all attributed his actions to moral 
obliquity. A special says he was hanged in efligy 
at Flint, Mich., with hearty execration of citizens 
who took part In the ceremony. 

CrxcrnnaTi, July 5.—Messrs. Reis Brothers & 
Co., merchants of this city, exhibit a letter re- 
ceived by them in August, 1870, from Charles J. 
Guiteau, attorney at law, Portland Block, Chi- 
cago, urging them to allow him to settle an 
action of theirs for -$275 against Max 
Epstone, of the firm of M. Hasebury. & Co. 
He said Epstone could not be _ found, 
put he had found Epstone’s uncle, who was willing 
to pay 15 cents on the dollar, and that other claim- 
ants had agreed to take thatsum. The claim was 
sent, but no money ever came from it, Reis 
Brothers ascertained that Guiteau had settled 
with Epstone for 100 cents on the dollar. No cred- 
itor received anything. It was for this cause that. 
movement was made to disbar Guiteau.

JUITEAU’S GOOD LUCK IN NEW-YORK. 

The books in the District Atterney’s office 
contain the record of the commitment of Charles 
7. Guiteau, by Justice Smith, for false pretenses, 
on complaint of Eliza Simonson. The prisoner 
was committed on Dec. 11, 1874, and the records 
show that on the 15th of January following he was 
discharged. The papers in the case should, in the 
ordinary course of events, have been sent to the 
office of the Chief Clerk of the Court of General 
Sessions, to be filed with other documents of a 
similar character. Chief Clerk Sparks had a thor- 
ough search of the files made yesterday, but no 
trace of the Guiteau papers could be found. Mr. 
Sparks said thatif the papers had come into his 
possession they would undoubtedly have been 
found. Nothing was known of the disappearance 
of the pavers in the District Attorney's office. In 
the absence of the papers the reasops for which 
Guiteau was discharged without being brought 
to trial cannot be ascertained.

A BPEECH BY DAVID DAVIS. 
. Cuicaco, July 5.—Two thousand strangers 
visited Bloomington yesterday, the occasion being 
a grand celebration of the ‘ Fourth,’’ commemo- 
rative of the fiftieth anniversary of the incorpora- 


tion of Bloomington. At a meeting attended by 
10,000 people, Senator David Davis presided, and 
in his opening speech, referring to the attempted 
assassination of the President, spoke as follows: 
“ The circumstances under which we meet to-day 
are extraordinary and profoundly melancholy. A 
little more than 48 hours have passed since the 
sad intelligence spread over the entire civilized 
world that the President of the United States 
was stricken down by the hand of an assassin. 
The sunshine and promise of the day are 
darkened bv this deep shadow of national 
affliction, the consummation of an individual 
crhme, having its origin of execution in the mind 
and purpose of a single individual. Horrible as it 
is, we are relieved by the reflection that no party, 
no section, no creed, no race of men is responsible 
for the innocent blood of this fearful tragedy. It 
is not the premonition of a coming-storm, the fury 
of which is to shake the fabric of our Government 
and to disturb the repose of our society. All over 
this broad land, in city and on plain, in the homes 
and hearts of 50,000,000 of people, are the grief and 
sorrow of a national lamentation. The attempted 





assassination of President Garfield has no broader’ 


significance than the commission of a great crime.” 
After noting the lack of motive for the crime, Mr. 
Davis found a subject for congratulation in the 
fact that no such crime could stay the progress of 
our national career. He invoked the prayers of ali 
for the President’s recovery. The Hon. George R. 
Wendling, the orator of the day, also referred to 
the attempted assassination, and resolutions of 
condolence with the family of the President were

SENATOR INGALLS ON THE CRIME. 
WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., July 5.—Senator In- 
galls, of Kansas, who delivered the Adelphi ad-

‘Whether the work of an irresponsible maniac or 
of an office-seeking, revengeful man, or of a politi- 
‘cal fanatic, it isa terrible stigma and disgrace on 
free government and popular institutions, While 
I fully exonerate and acquit all parties, factions, 
and leaders of any knowledge of, or participation 
in, this crime, by the commission of which some of 
them would profit, so may I declare it my judg- 
ment that this atrocious act is directly due to 
the intoierant caprices of political strife.’’ Senator 
Ingalis thought the theory of civil service reform 
was un-American, and not in accord with the the- 
ory of the Government.

EUROPE’S FRIENDLY ANXIETY. 
SYMPATHETIC MESSAGES» AND FRIENDLY 
COMMENTS ‘STILL POURING IN. 

Lonpon, July 5.—The interest and: anxiety 
in England about Mr. Garfield's progress - has 
rather increased than abated. News of his condi- 
tion is eagerly sought after. 

The Court‘of Aldermen, at their meeting at

At Liverpool the American Consulate was yester- 
day visited by asteady stream of inguirers con- 


cerning the President’s condition. Mr. 8S. B. 
Packard, United States Consul, has received let- 
ters of sympathy from the Health Officer, the 
suipendiary and other officers. Mayor Forwood 
wrote a letter conveying the official expression of 
sorrow and sympathy for Mr. Garfield, and hopes 
for his recovery, on behalf of his fellow-citizens. 

The Edinburgh Scotsman, commenting on the 
shooting of Mr. Garfield, says: ‘‘ The intelligence 
of this infamous act will excite in this country 
mingled feelings of surprise, regret, and indigna- 
tion. The feelings in Great Britain toward Ameri- 
ca do not require special circumstancesto give 
them sincerity or force. but the sympathy called 
forth by this event, which has already been ante 
_priately tendered by the Queen, ean hardly fail to 
‘gain in intensity, when itis remembered that Mr. 
Garfield’s last public words-before he was laid low 
were words of good-will to this country.” The ar- 
ticle concludes as follows: “A Czar of Russia and 
a President of the United States stand at opposite 
poles of government; yet both are exposed to the 
same kind of assauits within a few months of each 
other. The consciousness of this must always be 
present, more or less, to those who hold high and 
responsible positions, and it is not likely to deter 
‘men of the stamp of Lincoln or Garfield from doing 
their duty and facing the consequences.” 

__ The Financier says: ‘‘ The murderous outrage in

- A BURGLAR ATTACKS A, PREACHER, 

*s From the Minneapolis (Minn.). Tribune, July 8. 
Probably the most peculiar burglary in the 
criminal history of this country occurred shortly 
before midnight Friday in the peaceful home of 
Benjamin F. Shuart, assistant Pastor of Plymouth 
Church, on the bluff west of Thomas Lowry’s reei-' 


dence. Mr. Shuart was sleeping in afroom on the 
east side of the house, and at 11:30 o’clock was 
awakened by a crash of glas8 in the dining-room, 
and was further startled by hearing a volley of 
oaths of the most shocking character. At first he 
imagined some drunken man had entered the 
house, and so informed his startled wife, but this 
theory was soon dispelled when a swaggering 
form entered from the dining-room and a strange 
voice yelled out, “I’m a burglar and I want 
money.” By this time the position of the intruder 
was defined, and the paaoene clergyman picked up 
a heavy old-fashioned chair and banged away at 
the burglar with good effect. The two men 
clinched, and then followed a hand-to-hand com- 
bat. Around the room, hugging the wall, went the 
two men, and at last settled near a window in the 
sitting-room, when Mr. Shuart called to his wife 
forhelp. She grasped a five-pound Indian club 
and made for the combatants, dealing two heavy 
blows, but unfortunately they fell on the head of 
the preacher, instead of that of the burglar, 
and she was compelled to desist.- All was 
dark as pitch, and the uneven battle continued. 
Finally, the burglar got the preacher in a corner 
and kept banging away th a pair of brass 
knuckles until the preacher was forced to ask for 
quarter. The burglar then let up on his victim, 

uiled a match, and made a light in the student's 
amp onthe table in the sitting-room, and pro- 
ceeded to ransack things. Meanwhile Mrs. Shuart 
went out in the yard and vainly called for help. 
At this moment the hired girl came down stairs, 
and the burglar, unsuccessful in his hunt for 
booty, started to leave the house, going off with 
muttered curses. Twice during the hunt 
for valuables the burgiar’s back was 
turned, and Mr. Shuart, armed with asmall pocket- 
knife, wes about to use it, but didn’t. And so the 
burglar departed unmolested and without any- 
thing to show for his exploit save a bloody head.

Henry Price McGrath, the well-known turf- 
man, died at Long Branch at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning. He regained consciousness just before 
his death, and recognized his friends. He had been 
long a sufferer with dropsy, and his death had been 
expected at any moment during ‘the past week.. 
Mr. McGrath began life as a tailor at Vicksburg, 
Miss., and after working steadily for several years 
caught the gambling fever and traveled up and 
down the Mississippi River., Finally he drifted to. 
New-Orleans, and opened a club-house in partner- 


‘man, end the enterprise was'very successful. , It 


was here that McGrath first introduced pool-sell-- 


‘ing on the New-Orleans races, and that mode of? 
‘betting soon became very popular. . After a some- 
what checkered career, 
tucky, soon after the war, and engaged in the 
bagging and rope business with Col. Mor- 
gan as partner, and, it is said, amassed 
asnug fortune. He soon purchased a farm of 
several hundred 'acres, on the Georgetown. Pike, ' 
three miles from Lexington, where he lived up to 
the time of his death. His hospitality was un- 
bounded, and at the Spriag and Fall meetings of 
the Kentucky Association every turfman was in-’ 
vited to make himself at home. These gatherings 
he calied “ burgoos,’”’ and champagne fiowed like 
water. Itissaid that each burgoo cost McGrath 
thousands of dollars. 

Mr. McGrath became known to the: publio 
through his connection with the turf, and having’ 
the faculty of telling a good ‘story ina felicitous 
way became very popular, and was always sur- 
rounded by attentive listeners.. He’ owned and 
raced many fine thorough-breds, among them Tom 
‘Bowling, with whom he won, in 1878, the Jersey; 

Branch; the 
Travers Stakes, at Saratoga :ithe Jerome Stakes, at 
Jerome Park; the Dixie Stakes, at Baltimore, and 
other races, and, in the following year, the Mansion 
House Stakes, the Monmouth Cup, and otherimpor-' 
tant races. Two years later he brought out a trio, 

of great colts—Aristides, Calvin, and Chesapeake—, 
and won most of the leading stakes. All these

Patriotism is at so low an ebb in Peru that 
at the date of the latest dispatches from Lima 
the Representatives still persisted in their 
refusal to meet for legislative work, though 
it is hard to conceive of any condition of the 
country in which it would have more urgent 
need of speedy and wise Congressional 
action. The dispatches of June 8 
showed that there was no quorum of 
the national Legislature present at the 
capital. During the following week, as 
seems certain from the dispatch we print 
this morning, a sufficient number of the 
members had arrived for opening the session. 
All the central and northern departments 
had declared for the Calderon Govern- 
ment, but it was still impossible to unite 
the factions into which the Repre- 
sentatives are divided. This ‘‘dead-lock”’ 
is the outcome of influences which 
have come down from the Piérola admin- 
istration. Those of the ex-Dictator’s crea- 
tures who are are among the Representatives 
are inno hurry to terminate their official 
careers by taking any step which would lead 
to anew general election, and they doubt- 
less reason that every day’s delay increases 
the chances of PrEROLA’s return to power. 
Meanwhile, the state of the country grows 
daily worse. 





THE LEGISLATUBE AND ITS DUTY. 


There could be no more ungracious posi- 
tion than that occupied just now by the 
Legislature of the State of New-York, or, at 
least, by the Republican members of that 
body. The Democrats have held a meeting 
by themselves, and.in a set of resolutions, 
clumsily worded, indeed, have expressed 
their detestation of the act which has placed 
the President’s life in such imminent peril, 
their hope for his recovery, and their sym- 
pathy for him in his suffering and for his 
family in their distress. But the Legislature 
as a body has taken no action appropriate 
to the occasion. It is compelled by law 
every day that it remains in session to ballot 
for Senators until the present vacancies are 
filted, and the Republican members keep up 
the farce of distributing their votes among 
Administration and anti-Administration 
candidates. The nature of the contest in 
which they have been engaged and the 
spirit in which it has been carried on ap- 
parently makes it impossible for them to 
take any seemly and united action with ref- 
erence to the dastardly crime of Saturday. 
It is certainly better that no action be taken 
than that it be marred by any exhibition 
of feeling unbecoming the occasion, 
or any appearance of hypocrisy or 
inconsistency. It is difficult to see 
how men who regard the President 
as the supporters of Mr. ConkLine have 
professed to regard him, and who are con- 
tinuing a contest based upon the opinions of 
his conduct which they have expressed, can 
take a sincere part in the kind of expression 
of feeling which would alone be becoming. 


The men who continue at this time to vote 
for Mr. ConxirneG do so because they are 
his humble political slaves. Their votes are 
not their own until he releases his claim 
upon them, and they cannot be expected to 
feel or express indignation at the deed of the 
assassin or sympathy and hope for his vic- 
tim until their master gives them liberty or 
sets the example. But their continuance of 
the contest of the last month and more 
under present circumstances is only placing 
those responsible for it still more out of 
harmony with the feeling of the people 
Before, they per- 


constituents and excited the indignation of 
tHe people. Now, they are in danger of be- 
ing regarded with utter loathing and dis- 
gust by those upon whose suffrages they de- 
pend. If this were an ordinary political 
contest there would be no reason why the 
occurrence of last Saturday should affect 
the result. Senators are not to be elected by 
sentiment. But it has been a personal contest 
on one side, based upon a direct hostility to 
the President. Moreover, the election of 
Mr. Conkutine has long been out of the 
question, and his supporters have simply 
kept up a fight that could have no other 
purpose than revenge or injury to the pros- 
pects of the Administration. Whatever jus- 
tification there might be for continuing a 
rational political contest, this is certainly no 
time for the continuance of a disreputable 
faction fight. If Mr. Conxzrine has not the 
self-respect and sense of decency to with- 
draw his name and put an end to the un- 
seemly squabble, there ought to be man- 
hood enough in those who have thus far 
done his bidding to prevent them from going 
further in the sorry business. 


The Republicans number 106 in a body of 
which 81 is a majority. Nothing but sheer 
perversity and willfulness on the part of a 
minority of their number prevents them 
from agreeing upon Senators to-day. Piatr 
has withdrawn and Mr. Conkirne has no 
more chance of being elected than the 
assassin himself. There can be no object 
in continuing the contest but to still an- 
tagonize the Administration whose official 
head lies between life and death, an Admin- 
istration which commands popular sympathy 
and support as it never did before. This is 
an indecent attitude for Republicans to 
maintain. But the alternative of the 
President’s death forces itself upon the 
thoughts of all, and its contempla- 
tion works upon the minds of these 
infatuated partisans according to their 


ina 





nature. What if ARTHUR is to be President ! 
That would, perchance, make a difference 
with their action, and so they pause, sor- 
didly considering the petty advantage they 
might gain in that exigency, which other 
men can hardly think of without a shudder. 
The irresistible similitude of their attitude 
and action is that of the vultures that lurk 
in obscurity awaiting their victim. What if 
ARTHUR is to be President, indeed’! What 
has that to do with the immediate duty of 
decent men and reputable Republicans? 
There is one way, and only one, in which the 
members of the Legislature who have sup- 
ported Conxiine and Pratt can. extricate 
themselves from the most unenviable posi- 
tion which they now occupy. That is by 
coming forward in manly fashion, 
casting behind them the _ contest of 
the past few weeks, with all its bitter, 
its unsavory, and its shameful memories 
and associations, and uniting with their Re- 
publican brethren in the election: of two 
worthy, upright, and capable representatives 
of the party to the vacant seats in the United 
States Senate. It is the only thing they can 
do to purge themselves in the eyes of the 
people from the contempt they have already 
incurred and to save themselves from the 
scorn they are in danger of incurring.

IS IT UN-AMERICAN? 


In his address at Williams College, Mon- 
day evening, Senator Incas, of ‘Kansas, 
took occasion to say that ‘‘the theory of 
civil service reform is un-American and not 
in accord with the theory of the'Govern- 
ment.’’ The report of his address represents 
him as saying, further, that ‘‘ the surest way 
to national wealth is through the: highest 
mental, moral, and physical culture. To 
accomplish this education should be com- 
pulsory and regulated by Congress in every 
State.’? We have no means of knowing to 
what extent Senator IncaLis’s audience 
sympathized with these views. He proba- 
bly knows that college Professors and young 
college men are mostly inclined to favor a 
thorough reform in our method of making 
appointments to civil posts. Some of the 
most earnest and able advocates ofthe re- 
form are college Professors. They ‘believe 
in the theory and are convinced' of its 
soundness by the results of its practical ap- 
plication so far as it has been applied. 
The younger men, some of whom, are 
naturally less familiar with the wrongs and 
abuses in which the reform movement origi- 
nated, have become firm believers in it 
through the teachings of their Professors, 
whose opinions they are accustomed to hold 
in high respect. It is to be presumed, there- 
fore, that the Senator uttered these views 
without much hope of a favorable| hearing 
for them, but in the belief that it was his 
duty to combat this ‘‘ un-American” idea of 
civil service reform whenever and wherever 
he might have opportunity, even in 'the face 
of overwhelming dissent. 


It is easy to see why Senator INGALLS 
thinks civil service reform un-American. 
That is the opinion of all men who look at 
politics and public life from a stand-point 
similar to his. lf the un-American idea 
they so much deprecate were enforced they 
might be out of politics altogether from 
lack of power to command the neces- 
sary patronage. Samson’s locks were not 
more essential to his success in his deeds 
of prowess than the power to reward 
their ‘‘ workers’’ with fat places is to poli- 
ticians of a certain stamp. The alarm they 
feel is less for Government’s safety than for 
their own when they talk with seeming 
candor of the-danger of creating a “‘ caste”’ 
of office-holders for life in our Republic. 
The task of showing for the twentieth or the 
fiftieth time the absurdity of this notion may 
be deferred while we glance, by way of 
contrast, at some things which with shame 
and humiliation we must confess are not 
** un-American.” 


Our system of civil service appointments, 
promotions, and dismissals is the worst on 
the globe, if we except Russia, Turkey, 
Siam, possibly one or two other Asiatic 
States, Bolivia, Peru as it has been and per- 
haps will yet be, and some of the smaller 
Spanish republics. We do not like to com- 
pare the United States with these coun- 
tries, but where else shall we go to 
match the star route corruption? Eng- 
land has no record of so gigantic 


a scheme of public robbery since the. 


principle of proved capacity for the work 
to be done was recognized in appointments 
to Government service. 
must go back to the days of Louis XV. to 
find a parallel, for there is none in all the 
moral rottenness of the Second Empire. 


The evils which are so glaringly manifest: 


in our municipal offices and in some 
branches of the Federal service can probably 
be matched only in Turkey. Even Mmugat 
Pasha, if reports are true, had a 
purer and more efficient organization of the 
civil service of the Province of Smyrna be- 
fore he wascalled to Constantinople to be 


tried on a trumped-up charge of assassina- 


tion than exists to-day in this country. It 
is heartily to be wished that some of the 
unhealthy growths which have fixed them- 
selves upon the official life of the Russians, 
the Peruvians, and the other peoples we 
have mentioned were in fact as un-Ameri- 
can as the civil service reform idea is so in 
the opinion of some of its opponents. We 
sincerely hope that with us at least these 
evils are temporary. 

They will become fixed and incurable, 
hoyever, unless we act upon sounder advice 
than Senator INGALLS gives. He argues 
that the civil service will take care of itself 
if we only give the people the ‘‘ highest 
mental, moral, and physical culture.’? The 
education of the people is of course an excel- 
lent thing. But so long as the prizes of polit- 
ical life go to the men who have the most 
‘influence’ of the peculiar kind which is 
chiefly effectual in enlisting the services of 
henchmen and winning votes, what induce- 
ment has an educated man to enter such a 
dirty business? Education tends to pro- 
duce refinement, and there is a noticeable 
absence of educated and refined men from 
politics. In the present condition of affairs 
the higher education of the people would 
have for years to come very little purifying 
infivence on the civil service. The location 
and nature of the malady are perfectly well 
understood. . Constitutional remedies may 
strengthen the patient, but there must 
be first a special application to the 
seat of the disease. In his reference to 


In France we: 
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physical culture, Senator Incas must 
have had in mind the qualifications of a 
political “‘ worker’’ under the present régime. 
It is well understood that the ability to 
throw an opposition candidate or a trouble- 
some delegate out of the window of a cau- 
cus-room opens up a sure avenue to prefer- 
ment in ward politics. The ‘‘culture’’ for 
which the Senator argues has really very 
little to do with the state of affairs we have 
pointed out. Itis the habit of the hostile 
critics of civil service reform, to avoid a 
serious consideration of the merits of the 
question by gliding off into safe generalities. 








POLITICAL ASSASSINATION. 


Political assassination is the most futile of 
crimes. To murder a ruler or a statesman 
is to strengthen the cause which he repre- 
sents, and an unsuccessful attempt at assas- 
sination is the surest way to secure for the 
intended victim the sympathy and love of 
the people. In the recent murder of the 
Czar of Russia we have a conspicuous in- 
stance of the folly of assassination. ALExX- 
ANDER II. represented a bad system, and 
though personally a warm-hearted, noble 
man, he had lost the affections of many of 
his people and incurred the desperate hatred 
of the Nihilists. His cruel death gave a new 
lease of life to the Czardom. His faults 
and errors vanished in the smoke of the 
murderous bomb. He was forever transfig- 
ured in the flash of the explosion. Russia 
saw in his mangled form only the liberator 
of the serfs, the ‘‘ Little Father’ of the em- 
pire. The crimes of the system of absolute 
government were forgotten in horror of the 
brutality of the Czar’s murderers. The 
new Czar found himself welcomed to the 
throne by a people ten-fold more loyal than 
they had been the day before ALEXANDER 
II. was slain. Even among the Nihilists 
themselves there were those in whom the 
shock of murder awakened their dormant 
humanity, and led them to publicly repu- 
diate assassination as a political weapon. 
The gain to the assassins has been nothing, 
but the gain to the Czar and to Russian ab- 
solutism has been great. 


Not an assassin has raised his arm against 
a European ruler during this generation 
without demonstrating his utter folly. The 
‘* Black’’ party assassinated Rossr, the Lib- 
eral Minister of Pius IX., but they only 
made way for Mazzrnrand the Roman re- 
public. Spanish republican fanatics slew 
Prim because he had placed a gallant and 
liberal Prince on the throne of Spain, but the 
result was that, unsupported by Prim, Ama- 
DEO withdrew and thus opened the way for 
the return of the son of IsABELLA. ‘The at- 
tempt to kill ALFronso was the one thing 
which could alone have given that weak 


‘young monarch any real hold on the affec- 


tions of the Spanish people, and 1t is to his 
would-be assassin that the firm re-establish- 
ment of the Bourbon line is due. In Ger- 
many there was not a little murmuring 
against the stern old Emperor until Nosit- 
Ina riddled his war-worn body with bul- 
lets, and the patient, manly bearing of the 
oldman aroused the sympathy of every Ger- 
man with a human heart. The Kaiser was 
baptized with his own blood anew into the 
love of the great German nation, and the 
hands of Bismarck were strengthened for a 
new crusade against the Socialists. 

There are certain points of resemblance 
between the attack on the life of the King 
of Italy two years ago and the crime which 
has shadowed the American continent. The 
young King had no personal enemies; and 
his frank and simple bearing had won for 
him the devotion of even s*:ch veteran revo- 
lutionists as DEPRETiIs, NicorrerRA, and Cat- 
ROLI. , There was, however, a noisy faction, 
professedly republican but really anarchical, 
the members of which allowed themselves to 
denounce all monarchy as a crime and all 
monarchs as enemies of the race. The as- 
sassin PassANANTE was not unlike GuitzaU 
in so far as his so-called lunacy was con- 


“cerned. He was sane enough to manage his 


own affairs and insane only in his fanati- 
cisms. Like GuiITEav, he proclaimed him- 


.self a champion of the Bible, and he was ac- 


customed to walk the streets of Naples read- 
ing the Bible aloud. Like Gurrrav, he be- 
lieved that his country was in danger, and 
that the assassination of the King was the 
only means of its salvation. 

The news of the murderous attempt of 
PassaNANTE stirred Italy as profoundly as 
the attack on Mr. Garpretp has stirred 
America. All day the telegraphic bulletins 
were besieged by excited crowds, and all 


.over the peninsula the people waited eagerly 
for the news. 


Party distinctions vanished. 
Even the Republicans and the Clericals were 
hot with indignation against the assassin, 
and from the Vatican itself went up prayers 
of thanksgiving for the escape of the King. 
If HumMBERT was popular before, he was 
enthusiastically beloved after the assassin’s 
attack, and the anarchists found that the 
very Deputies who had previously doubted 
the lawfulness of legal proceedings against 
anarchical clubs were among the first to de- 
mand their immediate suppression. The 
Italian monarchy has never been seriously 
menaced, but it will be stronger for the next 
twenty years than it would have been had 
the assassin’s knife never gleamed before 
the eyes of the gallant young King and his 
heroic wife. 

If President Gar¥reLp recovers, he will 


find himself the true heir of the love that. 


the American people gave to ABRAHAM LIN- 
coun. He has had his bitter opponents 
within as well as without the party. He has 
been sharply criticised even by his truest 
friends. But to-day there is not one Amer- 
ican citizen who remembers any error, real 
or fancied, with which a week ago he may 
have charged the President. There is not a 
Democrat nor a ‘‘ Stalwart’? who feels any- 
thing but the profoundest sympathy for the 
man who has been 80 cruelly struck down, 
and who lies go patiently and bravely on 
his bed of pain. Sympathy such as this 
cannot be readily uprooted. If the Presi- 
dent lives, he will resume his duties con- 
scious of the love of the whole people. His 
support will be unanimous, and there will 
be no ‘‘ Administration party’’ except the 
American Nation. ul 

And if he does not recover, the cause 
with which the assassin has identified him in 
the popular mind will be made irresistible. 
The spoils system was killed by GtrITEAU’s 
bullets. GARFIELD’s death will profit the 
opponents of his policy as little as LuvcoLn’s 
death helped the unreconciled rebels. It 


‘will be but one more proof that in political 








assassination the murderer fights against 
Gop and destroys himself and the faction 
which he thinks to serve. 
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ONE HUNDRED MILLIONS. 


The announcement made at the opening’ 
of the present month that the Treasury had 
during the last fiscal year made a reduction 
in the public debt of a round hundred mil- 
lions of dollars was received in all parts of 
the country with very natural satisfaction, 
and in sume quarters with a degree of patri- 
otic laudation that is not wholly justifiable. 
It is perfectly true that the prosperity of 
the country is proved beyond a doubt by its 
ability to sustain such a burden, but it 
is by no means so certain that it is wise to 
impose such a burden upon the country in 
the manner in which it has been imposed. 
The hundred millions came from the year’s 
earnings of the people, and though it is very 
easy to fall into the habit of regarding the 
Government as an independent organization, 
with resources of its own, the fact remains 
that it was not the Government, but the 
working people of the country, who really 
paid this tremendous sum toward the national 
debt. If the money must be raised from 
their earnings, the payment of the debt is a 
good use to put it to, for that, at least, ren- 
ders unnecessary the raising of the amount 
required for the annual interest, though it 
does not certainly prevent it, because it may 
be raised and otherwise expended. The 
rapid payment of the debt, moreover, 
strengthens the credit of the Government, 
and thus tends to further lighten the inter- 
est charge, or, at least, to make it possible 
to lighten it. 

But the assumption that the surplus reve- 
nue must be raised is not a necessary or 
even strong one. There are many reasons 
why it should not be raised, and there are 
many others why, if raised, it should be pro- 
cured in ways less onerous than those now 
employed. The one hundred millions sur- 
plus is a part of a total taxation of $363,250, - 
000 a year, ¢. ¢., of very nearly a million 
dollars daily. Of this amount $135,000,000 
comes from the internal revenue, which, 
in the main, is fairly distributed over taxes 
which must be regarded as legitimate, being 
levied on liquors and tobacco. But in the 
internal revenue there is still the vexatious 
and annoying tax on checks and on various 


legal paper; there is the tax on the capital, 
of national banks and the tax on matches, 


all of which are essentially war taxes and 
have no justification whatever at the pres- 
ent time. The greater part of the income 


not derived from internal taxes is raised. 


from Customs, which last year netted near- 
ly two hundred million dollars, ($197, 250,- 
000.) So long as we continue to pay off the 
public debt at the rate of the past year any 
adequate revision of the tariff is manifestly 
difficult and nearly impossible. Any pro- 
posal of revision will always be met by the 
objection that it will interfere with the 
payment of the debt. This is, in great 
degree, a fallacious objection, because a 
very considerable reduction of the rate of 
Customs duties could be made in 
several directions, and a very large 
number of vexatious duties could be abol- 
ished entirely without running any risk of 
reducing the total income seriously. But, 
apart from this obvious fact, it would really 
be a far greater advantage to the people of 
the United States to leave at least one-half, 
or even two-thirds, of the $100,000,000 sur- 
plus in their pockets than to use it for 
the payment of a debt which either 
bears a very low rate of interest or 
can be made to do so. The money 
in the hands of those who earn it can cer- 
tainly be made to return more than the in- 
terest now required. For it should not be 
forgotten that, in the matter of taxation, it 
is not a question of withdrawing the amount 
collected from a fund which would other- 
wise simply seek secure investment; it is 
principally a question of withdrawing the 
amount collected from a fund which would 
otherwise be employed in productive en- 
terprises. This is particularly « the case 
with the money taken in for the more objec- 
tionable taxes, both domestic and external, 
to which we have referred. There is some- 
thing grotesquely absurd in the idea of tax- 
ing capital, for instance, to raise.money for 
the over-rapid payment of the debt, or in 
taxing the raw materials of manufactures, 
or the elements of transportation, or the ma- 
terials of tools. Taxation that * weighs 
directly on clothing, shelter, and industry, 
as a great part of the tariff taxation does, 
imposes on the people an amount of loss, 
discomfort, ahd inconvenience out of all 
proportion to that necessarily caused by the 
interest charge on the public debt. 
Moreover, the taxation maintained now 
for years without any material abatement, 
under the pretext that it is required for the 


payment of the debt, is not devoted to that. 


purpose. The large surplus turned to that 
direction might be made very much larger 
but for the gross extravagance of Congress 
and the wastefulness of our-civil adminis- 
trative methods. But so long as we have 
such a handsome sum to the good each 
year, Congress feels at libertv to go on, 
heedless of the real burdens laid upon the 
people. No one can doubt, for example, 
that, had the Government been confined to 
an income of reasonable amount, no such 
reckless extravagance as was indulged in by 
Congress with reference to the star postal 
routes would have been possible. With $100, - 
000,000 a year rolling up in spite of such care- 
less expenditure, no wonder that Congress 
ignored the duty of prudence and of consid- 


eration for the interests of that fearfully’ 


neglected class, the tax-payers. On the 
whole, we venture to think that we have no 
great reason to congratulate ourselves on a 
surplus which proves that we are prosper- 
ous in spite of the heedlessness of our Gov- 
ernment, and not in the slightest in conse- 
quence of its wisdom, efficiency, or honesty. 





President GARFIELD’s case adds one more 
to the long list of instances in which tne severest 
shot-wounds have failed to inflict death on the in- 
stant, often, indeed, proving powerless to iaflict it 
atall. Col. James GARDINER, one of the mos? dis- 
tinguished officers of Gronrce II., was shot through 
the mouthin France, the ball passing out through 
the back of his neck, without killing him or even 
destroying his speech. Narisr, the famous histo- 
rian of the Peninsular war, was hit in the face at 
Busaco by a bullet which was extracted a month 
later from a swelling behind his left ear. The ball 
that disabled Major Hrros Von Boxrcke, the right- 
hand man of Gen. J. E. B. Stroart, during the 
civil war, actually carried away a portion of the 
windpipe. A French soldier of Gravelotte is still 
ltving part of whose skull has beon shot away, 





leaving the brain visible, and a Crimean veteran of 





——— 


advanced age still carries in his body a Russian 
bullet, which troubles him little except after vio- 
lent exercise.

Now that the pigeon-shooting at the late 
sportsmen’s convention is over, and with it the 
recollection of how the last poor bird fell on the 
ground with a shattered wing and a trailing leg, 
suppose we look at some of the methods used by 
the Japanese when it is thought worth while for 
them to exhibit their skill.

A 
certain number of the canines are carried into 
the centre of the ring, then unloosed, 
nd away they scamper. They know what 
awaits them from these doughty archers. 
But still the Japanese are not a cruel race, 
at least in regard to dumb animals, and 
the necessity fora Japanese Mr. Bergh has not 
yet presented itself.. Let no one suppose that the 
curs are much the worse for being shot, for the 
arrows have no barbs, but are blunt ones. She 
dogs are only “perpetually peppered.”” One can 
fancy the galloping of the dumpy black stalliens, 
the cries of the cavaliers, the twanging of the bow- 
strings, the swish of the winged shafts, and the 
“ki-yi” of the dogs. Certainly a Japanese sports- 
men’s convention would present certain excellent 
features which our American ones do not possess. 
It may be only mischievous to sting a dog’s flank 
with a blunt arrow, where it is absolutely cruel to 
killa pigeon for mere sport. The account. how- 
ever, of this novel dog-shoot most particularly 
states that the dogs did not seem to mind it. 
rr 


Hard facts set forth in truthful figures are 
often of surprising potency, even when they merely 
concern what everybody knew before. It is so 
difficult, ina commercial and mechanical age, to 
gain attention for any subject, except it be ex- 
pounded with scientific exactness and some rule of 
mathematics, that in this we perhaps must find the 
real cause of the wide discussion evoked in Eng- 
land by a small collection of figures showing the 
ludicrous disproportion between the seatine ca- 
pacity of London churches and their actual attend- 
ance. Everybody in London has known, for al- 
most a generation, that in many churches a con- 
gregation of 75 or 100 persons was large; and yeta 
careful’ collection of statistics proving that the 
average attendance is far below 75or 100, andina 
few cases below 50, in some even below 25, has 
been discussed in almost every newspaper in the 
kingdom. More than thirty years agoa London 
clergyman took it upon himself to devise a scheme 
of relief, and nine years later the whole body of 
city clergymen proposed to do away with twenty 
of the churches. Moreover, there is now in exist- 
ence an act of Parliament under which a church 
can be removed, and several churches have been 
consolidated in accordance with its provisions. To 
a certain extent, no doubt, removals could be ef- 
fected without particular harm to the cause of re- 
ligion cr to the feelings of parishioners. But 
at the same time many London churches: that 
have small congregatiors ought never to be re- 
moved at, I. whatever the conditions of the at- 
tendance. t. Margaret’s, Westminster, for in- 
tance, contains the bones of Sir WaLrer RatricH 
and Wir1t1mam Caxton. In St. Giles’s, Cripplegate, 
were buried Jonn Mriton and Fox, the histo- 
rian of martyrs, while in the same church was 
married Onrver Cromwetit.

These were Antrim, in the 
north-east; Dublin, in which is Dublin City, and. 
Kerry, Kerry being in the extreme south-west, and. 
not only one of the most remote counties, but one 
of the very poorest. Indeed, it was the poorest, 
counties, as a rule, that suffered least, due, no 
doubt, to the inability of their inhabitants to se- 
cure the money required to find a new home else- 
where. Moreover, it was from some of the most 
prosperous counties that emigration was the-great- 
est. Thus in Carlow, which has, perhaps, the finest 
soil in all the land, there was a falling off of ex- 
actly 10 per cent.; in Monaghan it was nearly 11, 
andin Tipperary iti was 10. The percentage for 
Carlow gains additional force from another fact. 
Of all Irish counties during the present:-agitation 
it has been the least disturbed, and Mr. Forster, 
the British Secretary for Ireland, in a recent re-’ 
port, declared that it had been almost entirely 
free from outrages.: And yet the emigration’ 
from this county, with one ‘exception, was 
the largest known in a single county from 
Malin Head to Cape Clear. Some other telling 
facts are in these statistics. Buildings have disap-: 
peared to an alarming extent. and while new ones 
have been erected to some extent they have been 
far from equal to the old ones innumber. For the 
10 years no fewer than 48,619 dwelling-houses 
disappeared from Irish soil, which, allowing six 
persons to each house, represent homes. for 
291,714 souls, or 39,176 mdre than the number.rep- 
resented in the decline of population. During the 
last century and far into this, there was-a rapid 
growth in the population of Ireland. From 
2,372,000 in 1754 it rose to 2,845,900 in 1785, and 
4,206,600 in 1791. Some forty years ago it was 
two-thirds or three-fourths greater than it is now...

_ GUN-SHOT WOUNDS IN THE LIVER. 

Dr. H. P. Stearns, who early in the war 
was Medical Director upon the staff of Gen. Grant, 
and was substantially in charge of the United 
States general hospital at Nashville, Tenn.. writes 
tothe Hartford (Conn.) Couvrant as follows: 


* As any information which may give some bepe 
of recovery in the case of the President will 
welcome to everybody, I beg to present the follow- 
ing more favorab!e statistics concerning wounds of 
the liver gathered from the ‘Surgical History of 
the War of the Rebellion:’ One hundred and sev- 
enty-three cases of gun-shot woundain which the 
liver wasimplicated are on record. These cases 
may be divided into two groups—the first com- 
prising 59 cases which were uncomplicated, the 
second 114 cases, all of which were more or less 
complicated with injuries to other parts, such aa 
lesions of blood-vessels, hepatic ducts, stomach, 
diaphragm, kidneys, ribs, and vertebre. It ap- 
“pears that in 25 cases of the first group the result 
“was favorabie—i. ¢., 42 plus per cent. recovered, 
while in the remainder the wounds proved fatal. 
Of the second group 37 recovered, equaling 32 plus 
per cent., while 74 died, and the result was not cer- 
tainly known in the remaining three cases. It 
would therefore ap that the prospect of recov- 
ery from wounds of the liver, even when compli- 
cated with injuries to other parts or organs, is 
quite considerabie. The extent of injury, how- 
ever, in any case would be of great importance in 
estimating the probabilities of recovery. This 
would be almost sure to be larger where the shot 
is fred at short range, as in the case of the Presi- 
dent, and it would probably be much less where a 
pistol is used instead of a musket. The primary 
danger from wounds of the liver and other abdom- 
inal organs arises from shock and hemorrhage, 
and secondary danger from suppuration. and ig 
the case of the liver from hepatic abscess.”

A CONFEDERATE TREASURY SCHEME. 
From the Nashville (Tenn.) American. July 3. 

In 1864 or in the latter part of 1863 somé 
financial genius in Congress or ontside devised 4 
plan by which their par value or something like if 
was to be restored to Confederate notes. It was 


provided that a new issue should be made which 
should relieve-the country of the new plethora and 
reduce the inflated currency to a volume adequate 
to the wants of trade. At a certain time all out 
standing notes wereto be funded into bonds at 
two-thirds of their face value. A new issue was 
provided which was the measure of the outstanding 
currency, the holder of old issue being entitled to 
new at adiscount of one-third off old for new. 
This scheme it was thought would at once bring 
the volume within proper limits and restore 
the value of theciroulation. The framers of the 
scheme had never considered a want of confidence 
asan clement along with redundamcy. The result 
was that the moment the law was and long 
before the day provided for the effect of the 
reduction, all of the outstanding old issue fell at 
once and was taken jin trade at two-thirds of ita 
face value to the great disgust of all holders. Com- 
plaints were loud and deep, especially when a man 
with fifteen dollars in his pocket invited two 
friends to take a drink and found that his fifteen 
dollars would only pay fortwo. Thescheme did 
not even puta stop to the continuous fall of Con- 
federate currency. While the old issue dropped 
at once to two-thirds of its former value, the nev 
issue went on declining relatively to gold.

(|THE CONELING MEN HARDENING 
THEIR HEARTS. 
DETERMINING TO KEEP UP THE OPSTRUC- 
TIVE POLICY—THE REQUIRED NUMBER 
OF SIGNATURES TO THE CONFERENCE 
CALL TO BE OBTAINED TO-DAY—TALE- 
ING OVER THE SITUATION, 


Axusaxy, July 5.—As the prospect of the 
tecovery of President Garfield grows better 
the Conkling men harden their hearts and 
again resolve to prevent the election of Sen- 
ators, unless one of those to be chosen shall be 
Roscoe Conkling and the other one not 
Chauncey M. Depew. Disguise it as they may 
poek to do, the men who have chosen to assume 
an attitude of hostility to the Administra- 
tion are speculating hourly upon the chances 
of Garfield’s life or death. If he dies, it is ex- 
pected that the situation will be so changed 
here that an entire change of front may be 
expected. If he lives, the Conkling men show 
no disposition to alter their course. On the 
contrary, they have to-night reached 
eB conclusion to go on as_ they 
have been going, to refuse longer to 
listen to any advice which involves the 
abandonment of their candidate, and to ad- 
journ the Legislature if they can tire out the 
Administration men so asto constrain them to 
vote for such a proposition. There had been 
some talk to-day, said to have originated with 
Speaker Sharpe, about a recess, to be con- 
tinued until it shall be definitely known 
whether or not the President can recover. 
It is impossible to ascertain that anybody ap- 
ate this proposition, except a few of the 
‘Conkling workers here who are not members 
of the Legislature, and who are more pro- 
foundly impressed than anybody else that it 
would be vastly improper to elect Senators 
until it is known whether they are to support 
& Garfiela or an Arthur Administration. 

This evening there wasa gathering of the 
Conkling men in the office of Assemblyman 
Draper, over which Senator Winslow presided. 
The meeting lasted for about 20 minutes. In 
that time it was decided, by a msing vote, said 
to be unanimous, that no Conkling man should 
participate in the conference which the Ad- 
ministration men are seeking to holdas a means 
of settling upon candidates. Members who 
took part in the meeting to-night say that they 
tegard the conference as a trap, set by men 
who have repudiated all caucuses, and who 
now seek to employ it to get them out of 
difficulty. Everybody present agreed to vote 
gteadily for Conkling. Nothing was said 
about the candidate for the long term, and 
the Crowley and Cornell men understand that 
they are still at liberty to vote for whom they 
please. One of the strongest Conkling Sena- 
tors declared his belief that there would be 
po agreement ae candidates this session, 
and that the Conkling men fwould never vote 
for Depew, and did not expect that their 
opponents would ever vote for Conkling. 
Senator Winslow, when he returned from the 
meeting, was silent as to what had been done, 
but said: ‘* We can’t tell what to doin this 
matter until we know how the President's 
ease is going to turn out.” 

While the Conkling men are thus preparing 
to stiffen and seg) their obstinate oppo- 
sition to everybody except Conkling, the Ad- 
ministration men are trying to secure the con- 
ference proposed by Mr. Phillips, of Orleans, 
as a means of concentration on two candidates. 
The invitation to this conferenee has been sub- 
mitted not only to Administration but also to 
Conkling men. Up to 10 o’clock to-night 63 
signatures of men who are willing to 
go into it and be governed by its 
decisions have been obtained. These include 
most of the ‘‘ feather-heads,” and all but one 
or two of the out-and-out Administration 
men. The Conkling men have declined to 
sign it, and have given as a reason for refusing 
that it would not do for one to approve 
it unless all would agree to do so. Sev- 
eral ‘feather-heads’”’ have made more or 
less silly excuses for refusing to sign. 
Among these are Bemiss, Carley, Scott, 
Boardman, and Gorsline. Some of these men 
have been voting all around the circle of can- 
didates, but appear to be controlled as effec- 
tually as Mr. Conkling’s most subservient fol- 
lowers, and as determined to prevent an elec- 
tion as Conkling himself. r. Gorsline has 
been voting for Depew, but has been threaten- 
ing to leave him, and would, no doubt, 
be glad to vote for Conkling if he 
dared do so and return to his constituents. 
His refusal to sign the conference call is ex- 
plicable only upon the supposition that he is 
instructed to refuse, for he can give no intelli- 
gent or sensible excuse for helping the Conk- 
ling men by obstructing the honest effort of 
the Administration men to settle this contest b 
the election of a Stalwart and a half-bree 
[t is altogether as _ useless, however, to 
waste comment upon this case as it would be 
to attempt to stab a hippopotamus to death 
with pins. Legislators with hide-bound no- 
tions and in leading strings cannot be expected 
to be influenced by ordinary process of reason- 
ing or argument. 

In spite of the efforts of the Conkling men 
to dissuade the “trimmers” from signing the 
call, the 65 signatures required will be ob- 
tained to-morrow, and the conference will be 
held some time during the day. When it 
meets it will adopt rules for its own govern- 
ment and for the protection of those who par- 
ticipate init. The necessity for protection of 
some sort is felt by the men who fear 
that the Conkling men may jump at 
a chance to elect a Stalwart and 
then refuse to join in the election of a 
balf-breed. According td the terms of the con- 
ference call, that call specifically provides for 
the election of a half-breed and a Stalwart. 
By refusing to go into a conference, the Conk- 
ling men will be free to do as they please, not- 
withstanding 65 men may vote for a candi- 
date. Should the Crowley men who vote 
for Conkling indicate an intention of 
voting for Crowley to secure his elec- 
tion, and give no intimation of an 
intention to er ani a half-breed selected by a 
majority of the conference, it is altogether 
probable that they will fina themselves griev- 
ously disappointed, and that Mr. Crowley’s 
prospects will receive a check which it will be 
only possible to overcome by ultimate conces- 
sion. 

Mr. Elbridge G. Lapham has been here 
since morning, and left here to-night on 
a late train. He conversed with a large 
number of members while here, but did 
no canvassing on his own account. Ina brief 
conversation with THE TIMEs’s correspondent 
to-night, he said he had not cometo Albany on 
an electioneering visit, but had merely stopped 
as he passed through to look at the situation. 
He had nothing to say about candidates, but 
frankly expressed his conviction that the 
Legislature ought not to goaway without 
electing Senators. 

The Bradley investigating committee held 
a meeting to-day to consider its report or re- 
ports, and will probably submit its findings to- 
morrow. The members of the committee are 
very reticent, and do not promise to make a 
report unless Mr. Boardman shall return to- 
morrow. Three reports are expected, one 
signed by Scott, Carpenter, Boardman, and 
Draper, a second signed by ‘Skinner, fand 
a third approved by Brooks and Shanley. It 
is conjectured that none of them will venture 
any opinions, but that each will present the 
facts merely as they impress themselves upon 
the different members. The news from Wash- 
ington has interested everybody deeply, and 
to-night there is a general sense of thankful- 
ness that the President’s symptoms are favor- 


able to recovery.

Thereare half a dozen roads 
that bave made propositions to us. All of 
them only want the chanee. It has been said 
that if the Northern Pacific should attempt to 
build a road eastward from Ste. Marie it 
would run against Canadian Pacific influ- 
ence. But the matter is not de- 
cided. It is in the hands of a 
committee, and it has not as yet presented 
any plans. Weshall study the various propo- 
sitions and learn what will be the best course 
to pursue.” . 

“How about Jay Gould’s road from 
Granger, on the Union Pacific, to Baker City ? 
Is that a paper road or a real one?’ 

‘Gould has no road there. A railroad is to 
be constructed from Granger to Baker City, 
but it belongs to the Union Pacific, Mr. Gould’s 
interests in the Union Pacific are very small. 
Hefno longer dictates its policy. This is very 
well known in Wall-street, and has been for 
some time past. We are building a road 
from Portland or to Baker City to meet it. 
Not that there will be identity of interests 
between our company and the Union Pacific. 
The two companies are distinct, buf probably 
we will have some sort of running arrange- 
ment for trade. The local business in that 
country cannot be forced northward to the 
Northern Pacific. It must pursue its own 
channels. Jay Gould has no pecuniary in- 
terest in the Northern Pacific, the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company, or the 
Oregon Transcontinental Company, in any 
form that I em aware of.”’ 

‘“*It has been frequently reported that wher- 
ever the Northern Pacific lays track in Minne- 
sota and Dakota, the Manitoba Company will 
place parajlel lines or cross lines. Now then, 
what will your policy be—peace or war ?” 

** As for that Fhave not seen Mr. Hill. Ido 
not know the gentleman personally. We 
want our road to make all the money it can, 
and, of course, harmonious relations with 
the Manitoba would be better for all con- 
cerned. Ishall — see Mr. Hill before I 
leave St. Paul and talk over matters with 
him, but I came out here to see the ground for 
myself, so as to understand the situation bet- 
ter. I may not be so well posted just now in 
Northern Pacific matters as 1 am in the Oregon 
Navigation, but will be soon.” 
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HIDING MURDER WITH FIRE. 





A NEGRO ACCUSED OF KILLING HIS WIFE 
AND BURNING HER BODY WITH HIS 
HOUSE, 

HARRISBURG, Penn, July 5.—A negro 
named William B. Andrews was arrested near 
Highspire, about five miles below this city, to-day, 
charged with murdering his wife some time during 
last night and endeavoring to conceal his crime by 
burning his house with the dead body of his wife 
init. Andrews, with his wife and two children, 
visited this city yesterday, and he drank to some 
extent. Toward evening they started to return 
home. The couple were last seen together going 
toward their house, a log dwellingon a farm 
where Andrews worked. At an early hour 
this morning Andrews aroused the farmer for 
whom he worked, and said his house had been 


burned during the night and he feared that his 
wife had perished in the flames. He said he had 
gone away from the house during the night, leav- 
ing his wife at home, and that after he had got 
some distance away he discovered, on looking 
back, that the house waa in flames. Rushing back, 
he found his youngest child ata window. Rescu- 
ing the child, he burst the door open and tried to 
go in, but the flames prevented him. This story ex- 
cited suspicion, and the authorities of Highspire 
took measures to discover whether these suspicions 
could be verified. ~ 

Upon searching the vicinity of the ruins of the 
house a spot was found in a corn-field near by 
which presented the appearance of having been 
freshly trampled, the ground looking as if it had 
been recently disturbed. When asked to explain 
this Andrews said that was a spot which he had 
cleared on which to put his child when he went to 
fight the fire in his house. Upnn close examination 
of the fom hair and traces of blood were dis- 
covered, and, when pressed, Andrews admitted 
that the hair and blood were those of his wife. 
Further search was made, and in the ceilar were 
found some charred bones, which are thought to 
be the remains of the unfortunate womaz. It is 
thought that Andrews and his wife quarreled after 
their return home, and that he led her in the 
corn-field, then set fire to the house, and threw her 
dead body into: the house through the window, as 
the bones were-discovered in the cellar just under 
the window. Andrews was brought to this city 
about noon and placed in jail. He is a short, stout 
negro, about 40 years old, and was never known to 
have quarreled with his wife. Popular feeling was 
very strong against Andrews when arrested, and 
threats of lynching were made by the people of. 
 Highspire.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


FRANCE’S AGGRISSIVE POLICY IN 

| NORTH AFRICA, 

BEGINNING AN AGITATION IN TRIPOLI—A 
TURKISH PROTEST—A DECISION TO BOM- 
BARD SFAX. 

Lonpon, July 5.—A Paris dispatch says: 
“The French Consul at Tripoli has begun 
the same kind of agitation as that with 
which M. Roustan forced the Tunis ex- 
pedition on France, but Tripoli is real- 
ly a Turkish province, and cannot be 
touched without provoking the intervention of 
Europe. Itis difficult to arrive at the exact 
truth in regard to the troubles on the Tunisian 
coast. At Algeria official reports seek to mini- 
mize the disturbance or attribute it to foreign 
instigation, while certain journals, desiring to 
make capital against the Government, exag-' 
gerate every incident. The Turkish Ambas- 
sador has protested against attributing the 
Tunisian outbreak to the dispatch of Turkish 
troops and men-of-war to Tripoli. 

Paris, July 5.—At a Cabinet council to-day 
the Ministers discussed the affairs in Algeria, 
and it is understood that orders were 
issued authorizing the bombardment of 
Stax. It is, however, thought very 
probable that the bombardment took 
place yesterday. Gen. Saussier, who has 
just been appointed. to the command 
of the Army corps in i will 
start thither immediately. I M. Al- 
bert Grévy, Governor of Algeria, should 
resign, Gen. Saussier will be intrusted with 
the civil as well as military powers. It is not 
true that fresh troops will be sent to Algeria, 
as the present force is considered sufficient. 

MALTA, July 5.—One hundred and thirty- 
five Maltese refugees have arrived here from 
Sfax. 

Tounts, July 5.—Telegraphic communication 
between here and Susa has been interrupted, 
and it is feared that the Arabs in that direction 
are rising. 

Lonpon, July 6.—Five small Turkish iron- 
clads have been sent to Tripoli to maintain 
order among the Arabs, and, if necessary, to 
make an armed protest against French inva- 
sion. 
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BRITISH POLITICAL QUESTIONS. 

THE IRISH LAND TROUBLES—A THREAT 
FROM MR. BRADLAUGH. 

Lonpon, July 5.—There are to be a num- 
ber of evictions in County Fermanagh, Ulster, 
to-day, and trouble 1s feared. A strong force 
of military and Police has been sent there. 
The district has been proclaimed. 

The proceedings of the House of Commons 
in committee on the Land bill Monday night 
were uneventful 

Mr. Charles Bradlaugh, having been in- 
formed that the Cabinet will not proceed fur- 
ther with the Parliamentary Oaths bill at this 
session, has written to the Speaker of the 
House of Commons stating that he disregards 
the order of the House expelling him as ille- 
gal, and that he will, therefore, again present 
himself at the table of the House to take the 


‘oath, In the House to-day the Speaker read 


Mr. Bradlaugh’s letter stating his disregard 
for the order ot the House expelling him, &c., 
and informed the House that he had given or- 
ders to have its resolution of May 10 ob- 
served, which was that Mr. Bradlaugh be ex- 
cluded from the precincts of the House until 
he promised not further to disturb its proceed- 


ings. 

The House, in committee, adopted clause 7 
of the Land bill, as amended, by a vote of 289 
to 157. In the House clause 8 was adopted 
without discussion. 

In the House of Commons to-night clauses 
9, 10, and 11 of the Land bill were passed. The 
House then adjourned. 

In the House of Lords to-day, Earl Gran- 
ville, Foreign Secretary, said he was not aware 
that there was a treaty between France and 
Spain for the partition of Morocco, and that 
he does not believe that one exists. 

Viscount Sandon, (Conservative,) moved the 
adjournment of the House of Commons to-day 
as a protest against the action of the Govern- 
ment in refusing to give information about the 
Franco-English commercial treaty negotia- 
tions. Mr. Gladstone, to avoid a heated dis- 
cussion, which might do harm, promised the 
return asked for. 

DUBLIN, July 5.—At the weekly meeting of 
the League it was announced that 
£1,587 had been received since the last 
meeting, including £1,200 from America. 
Mr. Sexton said that funds were still flowing 
in from America, but that the aid from there 
must depend upon enthusiasm and will 
be fluctuating. he time might come when 
they would have to consider the advisability 
of asking from each farmer a percentage of 
the abatement which he had obtained through 
the operations of the Land League. There 
must bea voluntary and extensive national 
levy. 

Lonpon, July 6—The Standard says: 
“Mr. Bradlaugh probably will try on 
Monday forcibly to enter the House 
of Commons, but ample _ precautions 
will be taken to prevent him. If Mr. Brad- 
laugh is accompanied by a large body of sup- 
porters, they will not be admitted within the 
gates of the palace-yard. Mr. Bradlaugh, 
however, will be allowed to enter the building 
as far as the lobby.”’ 

The Daily News announces that Bradlaugh 
does not intend to take the authorities by sur- 
prise, and that he has given an undertaking to 
thé Inspector of Police that he will give due 
notice of his arrival at the House. .

HOPES OF SAFELY FLOATING THE BRITAR- 


; NIC—AN UNVERIFIED REPORT. 
Lonpon, July 5.—The steamer Britannic, of 


‘the White Star Line, still lies thumping on the 


rocks off the coast of Kilmore Island. She has a 
hole in her No. 2 compartment, which causes her 
to list 12 degrees to port at low water. The weath- 
er and the position of the steamer continue favor- 
able to her ultimate safe removal. The Salvage 
Association of Liverpool sent steam-pumps and 


divers to the wrecked vessel to-day. A quantity of 
her cargo has been jettisoned, and fishing boats 
have saved and landed at Kilmore 700 packages of 
lard, cheese, and butter. 

The Waterford correspondent of the Press Asso- 
ciation reports that one of the small boats on leav- 
ing the Britannic last evening capsized, and that 11 
persons were drowned. He adds that “ there is 
not much chance of floating the vessel.’’ The re- 
port of the capsizing of the small boat is undoubt- 
edly false, as Lloyds’ agent reported that all the 

assengers of the Britannic were landed at Water- 

ord at 8 o’clock P, M. yesterday. Lioyds’ dis- 
patches from the steamer to-day contain_no refer- 
ence to any such accident, and nothing has been 
heard of such a casualty in the London office of the 
White Star Steam-ship Company. Onthecontrary, 
the agents at the latter office stated to-day that 
“all of the passengers were safely landed at Water- 
ford, and that the chances of floating the wrecked 
steamer are good.” Similar advices were received 
to-day from Messrs. Ismay, Imrie & Co., the Liver- 
pool agents of the White Star Line.

ABany, July 5.—Senators Astor and 
Forster were both in their seats to-day, and 
the only absentees wero Senators Davenport 
and Stevens. The Governor sent in two veto 
Messages—one of a bill introduced by Mr. 
Forster, entitled ‘‘ An act to provide a further 
supply of pure and wholesome water for the 
City of New-York,’’ and the other of an act 
to legitimatize Robert John Ehlers, born out 
of wedlock in Russia. Mr. Forster moved that 
the first bill be passed notwithstanding 
the opjections of the Governor. Mr. Baker 
moved to amend by laying the veto on 
the table, which was carried. Mr. Forster, 
in explaining his vote on the last mo- 
tion, said that all the engineers in the Croton 
department concurred in urging the passage 
of the bill, and deemed the legislation neces- 
sary. ‘The criticism of the bill made by the 
Union League, and referred to in the veto, 
he said, had been overcome by an amendment 
made to the bill before the Governor vetoed 
it, and was, therefore, not now pertinent. If 


the City of New-York were to wait, as sug- 
= by the Governor, until the old aque- 

uct gave way before deciding upon the ex- 
pediency of building a new one, it might prove 
to be a very serious procrastination. He was 
aware that it was useless to attempt to passa 
bill over the Governor’s veto in view of the 
habit which the Legislature had'got into of sur- 
rendering all legislation to the judgment of 
the Executive, but he could not refrain from 
saying that no good reason had been assigned 
why any Senator who voted for the bill on its 
original passage should not also vote to pass 
it now, notwithstanding the objections of the 
Governor. 

Mr. Forster moved that the Railroad Com- 
mission bill, which had been madea special or- 
der for to-day, but was not reached, should be 
made a special order again for to-morrow, and 
that the Senate meet at 10:30 A. M. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy moved to amend by fixing the hour at 
11:30, and the amendment was carried by a 
vote of 14 to 1L 

In the Assembly a Message was received 
from the Governor, vetoing a bill making ita 
misdemeanor to post any written or printed 
matter on any bill-board, fence, house, or 
building without the consent of the owner. 
The objection urged by the Governor against 
this billis that it is too sweeping. He says it 
would prevent the pinning of a notice fora 
school meeting or a temperance lecture on a 
fence or barn in the country, and, while the bill 
might help to do away with an evil in cities, 
yet the penalty is too serious for the offense 
and the bill is too wide in its range. Two 
or three small local bills were passed and 
the Assembly adjourned.

THE, WATER BILL VETOED. 

THE GOVERNOR THINKS THE WASTE OF CRO- 
TON COULD BE STOPPED AND THAT THE 
DEBT MAY BE UNDULY INCREASED. 

ALBANY, July 5.—The following is a copy: 
of the veto sent to the Senate to-day: 


Stats or New-York, ExecuTivE Cuamerr,) *' 
ALBANY, duly 6, 1881. ff * 
To the Senate; 


Senate bill No. 408, entitled ‘* An act to provide a 
further supply of pure and wholesome water for 
the City of New-York,” is herewith returned with- 
out approval Although stated in very general 
terms, the particular object of this bill is to author- 
ize the construction of an additional aqueduct for 
the conveyance of water from the Croton dam to 
the City of New-York. The engineers of the Cro- 
ton Water Bureau frankly state that the purpose 
is to construct a new and independent aqueduct of 
more than double the capacity of the present one, 
while no hag’ ¢ definite statement has been 
made as to the anticipated cost of the new 
work. The engineers admit a probable cost 
of at least $2,000,000. Controller Campbell, who is 
a practical engineer of large experience and emi- 
nent character, and who has just served a term of 
five years as Commissioner of Public Works, ex- 
presses the opinion that the proposed work will 
cost at least $15,000,000. Other persons, less fa- 
miliar, perhaps, with the subject, believe that even 
a@ much larger sum will be required to complete 
the enterprise. Confessedly, therefore, the bill 
under consideration must be treated as a proposi- 
tion to increase very largely the permanent 
debt of the City for the pe set forth. The 
public debt of the City of New-York, exclusive of 
the accumulated sinking fund, amounts at the 
present time to about $100,000,000, with a net an- 
nual interest charge of nearly $7,000,000. The 
process by which a large proportion of this colossal 
debt was created forms a chapter in the history of 
municipal government replete with scandal and 
reproach not only to the City and State of New- 
York, but to American civilization as well. Be- 
yond all comparison it is the blackest stain upon 
the integrity of human government of which we 
have any record. No enlargement of this great 
debt should be permitted except under the most 
pressing and unavoidable necessity. On the con- 
trary, every possible effort should be exerted to 
reduce and extinguish it as speedily as practicable. 
This is demanded as a vital condition to the growth 
and continued supremacy of our great Metropolis, 
whose burden of municipal taxation more than all 
else endangers and retards her prosperous develop- 
ment. 

What, then, is the emergency to meet which it is 
now proposed to augment the present liability of 
the City? Itis alleged that an additional supply 
of water is imperatively needed, and this, too, 
when 93 gallons per capita are daily furnished, 
elt will pretend that any community can 
properly use one-half of thatamount. The only 
inference to be reasonably deduced Is that a large 
proportion of this great volume of water is 
worse than wasted. Were it a simple 
waste comparatively littie Sharm might result 
from it, but, unfortunately, more serieus conse- 

uences follow in the breeding of disease by the 

issemination of poison. Many of the more fatal 
maladies developed of late years are attributed by 
the medical profession to causes having their ori- 
gin in the abuse of the modern facilities for water 
supply. Probably the most forcible illustration of 
the needless waste of water and its practicable 
remedy may be drawn from the experience of the 
city of Liverpool. Ten years ago that city was 
threatened with a water famine. The supply had 
become so meagre that the peopie could only ob- 
tain water at certain hours each day. Intelligent 
and well-directed efforts were undertakea to ‘stop 
unnecessary waste, which resulted within a 
few months, without increasing the supply a 
single gallon, in converting ja deficient 
and inadequate flow ot water into an ample and 
even superabundant quantity. Liverpool contains 
a population of about 700,000 souls, substantially 
two-thirds of that of New-York City. The total 
cost of the improvement which worked such a 
marvelous change in the water system of that city 
was less than a quarter of a million of dollars. 
The same plan applied in several other:cities of 
England has produced similar results. Hence it 
cannot be doubted that equal benefit would be de- 
rived from like efforts here. Liverpool has now 
abundant water in adaily supply of about 20 gal- 
lons per capita. What possible excuse can there 
be, therefore, for a scarcity in New-York, with 
98,000,000 million gallons delivered every 24 hours 


‘through the Croton aqueduct. In the light of such 


experience as that related, may it not be wiser and 
saferto have the necessity of an increase more 
thoroughly demonstrated fore the proposed 
work is undertaken at the enormous cost inevit- 
ably involved in the construction of an additional 
aqueduct from the Croton River to the City? When 
once begun every dollar invested in the work will 
be of no value until the entire structure shall have 
been completed and brought into use. It is of the 
greatest importance, then, that no mistake be made 
as to the absolute and unquestioned need of this 
extraordinary project. 

Jn the event, however, of satisfactory proof of 
an indispensable necessity for a new aqueduct, 
some consideration must be given to the financial 
aspect of the case. The Constitution says: “It 
shall be the duty of the Legislature to provide for 
the incorporation of cities and villages and to re- 
strict their power of taxation, assessment, borrow- 
ing money, contracting debts, and loaning their 
credit, so as to iy bape abuses in assessments andin 
contracting debt by such municipal corporations.” 
In the faee of this imperative injunction, the Le- 
gislature has provided in the accompanying bill for 
an increase in the permanent debt of the City of 
New-York, limited only as in the judgment and 
pleasure of the Commissioner of Public Works may 
seem best. True, the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment is given certain concurrent authority 
as to the oe of contracts and purchase of 
real estate, but the power granted is really of a 
negative character. The Commissioner of Publio 
Works is vested, indeed, with immense and arbi- 
trary powers, independent wholly of any other au- 
thority save only. the incidental concurrence of 
the Board of Estimate and  Apportion- 
ment referred to. Instead, therefore, of 
observing the positive command of the Con- 
stitution to resttict the City of New-York 
in contracting indebtedness, the Legislature would 
ie A this ny acta it within the power of one single 


crease the nermanent debt thereof to | Reed’s friends. however. were not 





whatever sum he might seo fit. In the words of 
the rill, “The Controller of the City of New-York 
is hereby authorized and directed. upon the requi- 
sition of the Commissioner of Public Works, to 
raise from time to time, on bonds of said City, in 
addition to the amounts which he is now author- 
ized to raise for such purposes, such s of 
money as shall be sufficient to pay for any réal es- 
tate, with all expenses in surveying, locating, and 
soquiring title thereto, and to pay for furnishing 
and laying pipes and conetrnctine aqueducts, 
reservoirs, dams, siuices, canals, pumping 
works, and other appliances and appurtenances 
and for surveying, locating, preparing plans an 

estimates, and for supervision of the construction 
thereof.” Can it be doutted that such unchecked 
authority for enlarging the debt of the City would 
be violative of the constitutional restrictions 
cited? Manifestly any legislative authority for 
increasing municipal indebtedness must be appro- 
priately exercised in accordance with this pruden- 
tial clause of the organic law of the State. " 

The wisdom of the proposition to burden the 
Commissioner of Public Works with the vast re- 
sponsibilities created by the accompanying bill 
may well be doubted. That officer is already 
charged with duties wnose faithful and intelligent 
performance must necessarily tax the ability and 
resources of any man. He now directs the ©x- 
penditure.of $3,000,000 annually in the con- 
aquct of the ordinary’ affairs pertaining 
to the department committed to his management. 
To impose the additional requirements contem- 
plated upon an officer sufficiently occupied withim- 
portant labors is more than reason and a proper 
sense of official responsibility can possibly justify. 
No private undertaking or corporate trust of like 
magnitude would be thus reposed in a single indi- 
vidual. Even with large experience in public mat- 
ters one might well hesitate to assume the direc- 
tion of such enormous and difficult affairs, and 
there is certainly no good reason —_— why any 
doubtful experiment should be undertaken at this 
time. Measured by the probable outlay that would 
follow the enactment of this measure, it will 
easily rank in importance with the orig- 
inal Croton water enterprise, or the Erie 
Canal as finally enlarged. Yet with all its 
possible importanee, the community directly in- 
terested has given the subject no consideration 
commensurate with its magnitude, Judging from 
letters recently received by me from some of the 
most intelligent and public-spirited citizens of 
New-York, itis evident that the scope of this bill 
is not adequately understood or appreciated by the 
people at largo. Only last year Commissioner 
Campbell — the creation of a mission to in- 
quire into the necessity of a new aqueduet on the 
ground that such a work would not be needed for 
several years. In that connection he said: “In 
12 or 15 years, if the affairs and finances of the 
City are wisely, economically, and honestly con- 
ducted, the debt will be reduced by the operation 
of the sinking fund nearly $50,000,000, and then, 
should it be found’ necessary to construct a 
new aqueduct of large dimensions from the 
Croton basin, the City will be able to meet 
the expense with a reduced debt and lighter taxa- 
tion from the increased value of taxable property. 
The Union League Club, which embraces a large 
membership of the most intelligent and influential 
citizens, in a recent memorial on the subject, says: 
“Itis clear from Commissioner Campbell’s state- 
ment that there isno immediate necessity for the 
corstruction of anew aqueduct from the Croton 
Valley. The additional supply from the Bronx 
River, amounting to 18,000,000 or 20,000,000 gallons 
per diem, and the measures for the suppression 
of waste render it safe to defer the construction 
of a new aqueduct untilthe question can be delib- 
erately examined by Commissioners and fully 
presented to the tax-payers of the City and at the 
ensuing session of the Legislature.”’ This expres- 
sion undoubtedly represents the views and opin- 
fons of independent citizens having only the wel- 
fare of the City at heart. 

Another Legislature will enter upon {ts duties 
within six months from this date, when the subject 
can be resumed and prosecuted to a wise and use- 
fal conclusion. Certainly no serious harm can re- 
sult from the brief postponement which this course 
willinvolve. If the project shall then eommend 
itself to the judgment of the Legislature it will be 
far more likely to secure the approval of the con- 
stituency immediately interested than would fol- 
low upon any present action. An enterprise of 
such proportions should not be undertaken until 
its merits are thoroughly appreciated and ac- 
knowledged.

FOUR WELL-CONTESTED . RACES ON THE 
JAMES RIVER. 

RICHMOND, Va., July 5.—The third annual re- 
gatta of the Virginia Association of Amateur Oars- 
men took place here to-day. Notwithstanding 
the depression which prevails in consequence of 
the condition of the Nation’s chief magistrate, there 
was a large concourse of people present to witness 
the first aquatio contest ever held in this-region. 
The crowd presents s estimated to have num 
berea not less than 15,000. The races came off on 
the James River, just below the city, the course de- 
ing one mile and a half straightaway. There were. 
four contests. The first race, single sculls, for 
strangers, for a prize of a solid silver cup, valued 
at $75, had six starters: William F. Rob-. 
erts, Frank H. Barlan, L. OC. Moore, E. 
Cc. Brace, and G. G. Kimball, Al of 
Washington, and J. O’Brien, of Boston.‘ A good 
start was made, with Roberts leading, Brace 
second, and O’Brien third, and the others about 
even. There was little or no change of these 
positions throughout the race, except that 
Roberts continued to widen the gap be- 
tween himself and the others and finished an eas 
winner in 10:414, leading Brace, who was second, 
by fully 50 yards. O’Brien, who at the start had 
been named as the winner by many, was thrown 
out of the race after rowing only a quarter of a 
mile by running against a buoy, which threw him 
overboard and upset his boat. 

The second race was for four-oared shells for 
strangers; purse, individual silver cup, valued at 
$100. Four started—the Potomacs, of Washington; 
the Columbias, of Washington; L’Hirondelles. of 
Baltimore, and the Undines, of Baltimore, This 
was the most interesting and closely contested 
event of the day. The four crews got off in 
fine style, the Potomacs taking the lead 
from the start, with the L’Hirondelles seo- 
ond. and the others following close behind. 
In this race the L’Hirondelles also fouled 
a buoy, and the Undines took second place. The 
Potomacs held their lead to the finish, winning in 
8:55, Undines second, L’Hirondelles third, and 
Columbias last. The third race, for single sculls, 
open only to members of the association, prize, 
agold medal, was contested by W. M. Habliston, of 
Petersburg, and Y. Maryott and T. C. Daniel, of 
Fredericksburg. After a lively struggle Daniel won 
by six lengths, Habliston second, Maryott third. 
Time, 11:18. The fourth race was for four-oared 
gies for the association prize, the Freneh Challenge 
Cup, and four individual silver cups, all valued 
at . The starters were the Rives crew, 
of the University of Virginia; the Olympics, 
of Richmond; the Appomattox, of Petersburg; 
the Cockade City. of Petersburg, and the Rappa- 
hannocks, of Fredericksburg, The Rives crew 
took the lead at the stert and main- 
tained it to the finish, winning in 8:5714. 
The Olympic and Cockade City crews made 
a spirited fight for second place, it being a matter 
of doubt which would secure it until the 
last half-mile was reached, when the Richmond 
boys began to gain on their Petersburg opponents, 
and passed the finishing point one length ahead, 
the Cockade City third, the Appomattox fourth, 
and the Rappahannocks last.

Reed, who had _ been _3 bush whacker 
and jayhawker, returned’ home.

a thorough desperado and the _ terror 


of the people, of the entire north-western part 
of the State, shooting and killing when- 


ever the spirit moved him. Repeatedly he 
rode into Fayetteville, shouting and shooting: 
and causing the quiet citizens to almost: 
close up -their — stores. Last year, how- 
ever. the people determined to put a stop 
to this sport, and in May, when he came in. 
to run the town, backed up, as usual, by his gang of 
armed retainers, he wasarrested. His capture was 
effected by Deputp Sheriffs Jackson and Serrell. The 
prisoner was taken to jail and refused to 


give a bond. While in the outer room 
of the prison he picked up a large: 
bottle, throwing it with terrible force 


at Jailer Moore, stretching him almost lifeless at 
his feet. In the excitement that ensued the lights 
were extinguished, and Reed was shot dead in his- 
tracks. This was the end of the eldest brother. 
George Reed, a brother of the dead man, took 
up the quarrel, and several times rode into town 
to take revenge. He was apparently afraid of. 
Marshal Steiman, for he gzed him once, 
if he got into trouble with him not to shoot him. 
The officer would not promise, and soon after the 
eonversation, Reed, while mounted, drew his gun 
on Steinfian, who quickly sprang under the 
horse’s neck and jerked Reed off his ani- 
mal to the ground, pounding him quite se- 
verely. Recently Steinman accepted a position as 
drummer for a Cincinnati clothing-house and re- 
signed his old position. William Patton was ap- 
pointed Marshal for the unexpired term, 
and George Reed at once told his friends 
that he was going into town to try the 
new marshal. On June 4 he carried his idea into 
effect. He came here, picked a quarrel with 
the officer, and, while on horseback. attempted 
to draw a revolver, and was shot before 
he got it out, falling dead from his horse.

THE CITY FEELING RELIEF 


LEA NER 
REASSURING NEWS LIFTING THE 
BURDEN OF ANXIETY. 

SHE STRAINED FEELING GIVING WAY TO 
HOPES OF THE PRESIDENT’S RECOVERY 
--CROWDING AROUND BULLETINS TO 
READ THE WELCOME NEWS—THE COUN- 
TRY’S ANXIETY DESCRIBED BY VISITORS. 

The reassuring telegraphic dispatches 
which began to reach this City from the 
Executive Mansion yesterday morning lifted 
tome of the heavy load from the minds and 
hearts of the people of this Metropolis. The 
anxiety borne by men and women of every 
rank and social position in this City since the 
first intelligence of the attempt to take the 
President’s life on Saturday morning had 
been received was great indeed. The conflict- 
ing and alarming dispatches of Saturday, 
Sunday, and Monday had made the people 
feverish and almost uncontrollable. The 
dread of hearing that the wonderful strength 
of the President had left him, and 
that the assassin’s work had been fully 
accomplished had made strong men and 
women nervous and restless. Unable to at- 
tend to their.usual daily duties, and sleepless 
at night, the strain upon them had become so 
severe that it was almost unbearable, and 
while the good news of the early morning was 
supplemented with yet better news throughout 
the day and evening,*a grateful jpeople re- 
sumed somewhat of their wonted cheerfulness 
and had faith that the President would recover 
from his wounds and save the country from 
disaster. Men in public gatherings who talked 
of anything save the attempted assassination 
of the President were looked upon with amaze- 
mnen, and often with suspicion. 

As on the previous days, every scrap of in- 
formation concerning the President’s con- 
dition was eagerly devoured by the people, 
Crowds lingered at the unnumbered bulletin 
boards throughout the City, and trembled dur- 
‘ing the long intervals between the arrival of dis- 
patches lest the one that was to come might 
bring information that the President’s symp- 


toms wereagain unfavorable. When at length, 
after a long wait, a bulletin set forth that no 
later dispatches would be displayed unless the 
news was to the effect that the President 
had had a relapse, the crowds began to 
thin out, and tired and weary men and 
women went to their homes with all their 
hopes emg! centred in the fate of Presi- 
dent Garfield. The streets and places of public 
resort where the people had watched since Sat- 
urday morning for the effect of the bullet in 
the body of the President were therefore de- 
serted at an early hour in theevening. The 
heroic chief magistrate and his noble wife had 
so endeared themselves to all the people that 
no rest would have been sought but for the en- 
couraging words of the physicians attendant 
upon the President. 

Persons visiting this City from other parts of 
the country represent the feeling over the shoot- 
ing of the President, and the possible elevation 
of Gen. Arthur to the chief executive chair of 
the Nation as terrible. It was said that every- 
where Democrats and Republicans clasped 
hands and fervently hoped that the President’s 
life would be spared. Said one Democrat: 
** President Garfield has much to live for. His 
heroic conduct during the past few days has 
made a place for him in the hearts of the peo- 
ple of every shade and class, and nothing 
in the power of man to grant him shall be de- 
nied him. He shall be our President not only 
in name, but in the affections of Democrats as 
well as of Republicans. While we foughthim 
at the polls for political reasons only, and de- 
plored his election, we now banish all that 
from our mind, and, while praying for his 
personal welfare, ask to have a chance to 
show. that with him hereafter there shall 
be no party opposition. This,” said the 
Democrat, who hails from a Western State, 
*‘is the feeling among Democrats wherever I 
have been since the President was shot down 
in Washington.’’ At the Manhattan Club, the 
resort of the leading Democrats of New-York, 
the sentiments expressed by the Western man 
pf their own party found an enthusiastic echo. 
Members of the club discussed only one sub- 
ject, and that the attempted assassination of 
the President and the possible fate of the Na- 
tion in the event of his death, Bulletins were 
frequently displayed there from Washington 
showing the President’s condition.

SCENES AT UP-TOWN HOTELS. 
FINDING RELIEF IN FAVORABLE BULLETINS 
—THE POLICE AT THE FIFTH-AVENUE. 


The President’s condition and chances of re- 
covery continued yesterday afternoon and evening 
to be the one theme of comment in the different 
clubs and prominent hotels. Every citizen atill 
felt anxiety, but it was apparent that the excite- 
ment and depression of the past two days had been 
greatly subdued and relieved by the continued re- 
ception of favorable intelligence. Feverish uncer- 
tainty was gradually replaced with a growing con- 
fidence among ali classes that the President’s dan- 
ger was passing away, and in the hotels especially 
expressions of general and fervent. thanks- 
giving were heard, and the bulletins were 
read with manifestations of satisfaction and 


grateful relief. The striking feature of all was the 
manner in which allusions to Vice-President Ar- 
thur died away as the President’s chances contin- 
ued to!e pronounced improving in the telegraph 
dispatches. The discussion which the apparent 
certainty of the President’s death had awakened 
throughout the business circles during the three 
preceding days seemed to be generally abandoned 
by mutualaccord. It found no food for its con- 
tinuance inthe general feeling of security which 
the continued favorable reports promoted. This 
marked absence of references to the Vice-Presi- 
dent was particularly noticeable last evening in 
the Windsor and Fifth-Avenue Hotels, where the 
largest throngs up town have been accustomed to 
gather during the present excitement. 

Bankers and brokers gathered in large numbers 
at the Windsor Hotel last evening and scanned 
with eagerness the latest telegraphic dispatches. 
As all reports were favorable, however, they 
turned away with an air of satisfaction, expressing 
the hope that, as the bulletins seemed to indicate, 
the worst might really have been passed. This 
same feeling of popular reassurance was noticed in 
the throngs which filled the corridors and crowded 
the sidewalks of the fFifth-Avenue Hotel. 
Poliee Commissioner French and Capt. Williams 
were at the hotel during the evening, and several 
Getectives lingered about the corridors. Their 
presence was as great a mystery as on the pre- 
vious day, as fear of pickpockets woulda scarcely 
make necessary the presence of so many, but it 
served to revive the report that ex-Senator Conk- 
ling was in fear of some demonstration of per- 
sonal violence toward himself. In this there 
was the only incident that the throng ap- 

ared disposed to regard with a spirit of 
evity in the face of the overhanging fate of 
the President. What anybody should want 
to attack or assassinate Conkling for 
was a conundrum that was discussed by some, but 
nosolution was arrived at. The fact is that the 
ex-Senator’s name has never been extensively 
mentioned at the Fifth-Avenue or any other hotel 
fn the present crisis by the people who have con- 
gregated at those places. Even his position in the 
Senatorial contest, or that contest itself, has been 
rarely, if at all, alluded to in allthe discussions to 
which the sad event at Washington has 
ont rise. The popular heart and mind 

been moved by a higher and more 
momentous theme, and little serious thought 
has seemingly been given to the ex-Senator. His 
name was alluded to for the first time to any ex- 
tent last evening, and then only by those who took 
pains to scout the idea of personal violence being 
directed toward him. The ex-Senator went down 
town yesterday afternoon, which was the only 
time Bring the day that he left the hotel. The 
purpose of his trip was not made known. He was 
visited by Hamilton Fish, Jr., and by Commissioner 
Jacob Hess. 

The news received at the hotel concerning the 
President’s condition was allof an encouraging 
character, An official bulletin was posted at 10 
o’clock stating that the patient’s condition still 
continued favorable, and that no more bulletins 
would be issued until thismorning. When this be- 
came known the crowd gradtally dispersed in a 
more cheerful mood than at any period since the 
tragedy.

A MEETING OF VETERANS. 
RANKIN POST’S RESOLUTIONS SYMPATHIZING 
WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

In response to a call issued by Commander 
John H. Walker, of Rankin Post, No. 10, Brooklyn, 
a large number of veteran soldiers and sailors met 
last evening in Everett Hall, No. 398 Fulton-street, 
that city, to take such action as might be deemed 
appropriate in view of the assault upon the Presi- 
dent. The meeting was organized with Tax Col- 
lector James ‘Tanner in the chair. On taking the 


chair Corp. Tanner spoke of the circumstances 
under which they met, and expressed deep sym- 
pathy. for the wounded President and his family, 
and the hope that the chief magistrate might live 
to resume the duties of his position. 

A letter regretting inability to be present was 
read from Mayor Howell, and one also from Gen. 
I. 8. Catlin, District Attorney of Kings County, 
strongly disapproving of the meeting at this time. 
He thought it was ill-advised, and might be the 
occasion of inflammatory appeals or intem- 

erate speeches at a time when anything like 

actionalism was to be avoided. Gen. Stew- 
art L. Woodford’ made a stirring address. 
He said that evenifthe President should die there 
Was no reason to despair of the Republic. The 
result in any event would be to place the flag above 
party. Gen. Roger A. Pryor was then introduced 
and he was received with loud applause. He said 
that no man in the Nation deplored the orime that 
had been committed more than he did. Although 
he had been opposed to Mr. Garfield, was a Demo- 
crat, a native of the South, and forashort time a 
rebel, he had the most heartfelt syrapathy for 
the President. But the cloud had its silver 
lining. The crtme of which the President had 
been the victim serves to illustrate the heroic 
nature of his Christian eharacter. His Administra- 
tion was fraught with promise to the country, and 
in case he lived it would be signalized by glory 
and success. The speaker prayed that the 
lite of the President might be saved, 
and said that the calm way in_ which 
President Garfield had looked death in the face, 
was proof of the exaltation of his character. ‘* Let 
him be resurrected,” said the speaker, “and foul 
faction would be hushed; the entire country would 
rise up to meet him as one stepping from a sepul- 
chre. He would then be not the chief Executive of 
a party, but the leader of the sovereign American 
people.” The following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted: 

. Whereas, President Garfield has been stricken down 
in the fullness of his strength by the hand of a half- 
erazed assassin, 

Resolved, That we, his comrades, the Union Vet- 
erans of Brooklyn, hereby express our deep sorrow 
and tender to his brave wife and suffering family our 
loving sympathy. 

Resolved, That we unite our prayers with those of 
the entire American people for his speedy and com- 
plete hatte 7 a 

Resolved, That the calm courage with which he 
faces death and battles for a life so priceless in its 
value to all our country has forever canonized him in 
the hearts of all brave men. 

Resolved, That we will forever heed Garfield’s words 
of inspiration, uttered when Lincoln died, “God 
reigns, and the Government at Washington still 
lives;’’ and as we “ought for the Union in war, so now, 
in peace, we pledge to all who rule by the suffrage ot 
the people and under the forms of law the faithful 
support and loyal obedience of all our people, of all 
parties, and of every section. 

A dispatch expressing the deep sympathy of the 
veterans with the President and his family was 
sent to Washington.

MAYOR HOWELL’S ANXIETY. 
RESOLUTIONS OF SYMPATHY PASSED BY THE 
BROOKLYN ALDERMEN. 

At a special meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men held yesterday. for which the call was issued 
by circular on Monday, the following communica- 
tion from the Mayor was submitted: 

Mayor’s OFFICE, Crry Lt 
BROOKLYN, July 5, 1881, 
To the Honorable the Common Council: 

GENTLEMEN: This Bpecial meeting of the Common 
Council was called for the purpose of giving considera- 
tion to the solemn circumstances which have brought 
the shadow of death to the Hon. James A. Garfield, 
President of the United States. The event, with its 
horrifying incidents, is terrible to contemplate. It has 
filled the public mind with consternation and gloomy 
apprehensions of evil. Itisa matter of deep concern 
to every citizen, and requires a gee and calm appre- 
ciation of elements at work; and of the ideas which 
are being promulgated in order to measure the possi- 
ble results which may follow with a train of calami- 
ties. That such a deed should have been attempted 
in times of ‘general peace and tranquillity,’ wit out 
cause or provocation on the part of the President, is 
appalling to human sense. That it should have been 
done and justified with demoniacal assurance by the 
assassin as a “ political necessity” should lead us to 
inquire into causes that are fomenting in human 
thought in the larger communities of our land. 

I have to request that your honorable body give to 
the present aspect of the matter suitable considera- 
tion—embracing within the range of your delibera- 
tions the high office of the President, the exigencies 
of the hour, and ap <1 gong consideration for the 
character of Mr. Garfield and the welfare of his im- 
mediate household. 

Trusting that the Common Council will take such 
suitable proceedings as inthe judgment of its mem- 
bers the occasion may seem to require, I submit these 
views for your action.

bling in the balance. 


To the family of our Presdent we express our heart- 
felt grief at the affliction which in thi: hour has 
fallen alike upon them and upon the American peo- 
ple, and assure them that they and each of them are 
the more endeared to the hearts of our citizens by 
this terrible calamity. 

To those who are faint-hearted in this season of 
— we would say “ Courage;” to the despondent 
“ Hope.” 

And while trusting that the President may be lifted 
up from his couch of agony to heaith and renewed 
usefulness in the high sphere of his duties, we humbly 
and prayerfully turn to Him who hasled our Nation 
safely through so many peris,for we know “the 
Lord reigneth.” ‘ 

A general feeling of quiet and thankfulness pre- 
vailed in the city yesterday. The good news of 
the President’s condition contained in the morning 
and confirmed in the afternoon papers did much 
toward allaying the excitement which has been 
visible among all classes since Saturday. The 
crowds around the telegraph offices dwindled to 
small groups. Confidence in the ultimate recovery 
of the President seemed to have taken possession 
of almost every person. 

The Brooklyn Saengerbund have postponed the 
celebration of their nineteenth anniversary, which 
was to have taken place on Thursday evening, out 
of respect to the President.

COMMUNISTIC RAVINGS., 
AN INTERVIEW WITH SCHWAB, THE LEADER 
OF AN UNWASHED MOB, 

There was a meeting of Socialists at No. 72 
Montrose-avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday, the object

The attempted 
assassination of President Garfield was the one 
theme of discussion, and the same boisterous 
laughter was heard that not many weeks ago 
echoed in the same dingy pot-house when word 
came from St. Petersburg that the Czar had been 
destroyed. The long-haired, collarless individuals 
gave no very:hearty welcome to THE Trmgs’s re- 
porter who ventured into their midst. Justus 
Schwab t ave in an appearance at his beer counter, 
and said to the reporter: “Of course, we won’t 
hold a public meeting to condemn Guiteau. What 
do we want to dothat for? We haven’t had anything 
to do with the deed, and it is insolence for you or 
anybody else to suggest that we have got to make 
a demonstration to free ourselves from suspicion. 
Yes, we applauded the killing of the Czar, but this 

‘is different.”

“Now, young man, I have no time to talk with 
you; don’t come bothering me. Grant has inti- 
mated that we Nihilists, Communists, and Social- 
ists are responsible for Guiteau’s work. Grantis a 
fool; Grant is a liar; Grant is corrupt. Grant 
wants to bolster himself up; but he had better be 
careful how he proceeds, He should thank God 
that no Guiteau ever crossed his path! People 
then wouldn’t have wondered as much as they do 
now. And he had better not forget that no day is 
ever too late for Nemesis.” Schwab averred that 
the shooting of President Garfield was no surprise 
tohim. ‘It is,” he said, with emphasis and an ex- 
hibition of some satisfaction, ‘“‘the direct result of 
the corrupt politics of the country. Nothing else 
could be expected.’ Schwab, however, was will- 
ing to confess that had the “vengeance” been for 
him to plan James A. Garfield would not have been 
the victim. The demise of Jay Gould and William 
H. Vanderbilt is the hope dearest to his soul.

A MEDICAL VIEW. 

HAS THE PRESIDENT HAD ALL HIS CHANCES, 
AND HAVE THE PEOPLE HAD ALL THEIR 
RIGHTS? 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Great allowances are to be made in times of 
great emergencies, but in Washington above ali 
other cities should great method and skill rapidly 
show themselves. 

In the first place it was a great mistake to have 
the wounded President taken up stairs in the rail- 
road depot unless it was intended that he should 
remain there until all danger of shock and hemor- 


‘rhage had passed by, at the very least, not without 


the advice and the consent of the Surgeon-Gen- 
erals of the Army and Navy, for the President is 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy. These 
latter should have been his chief professional coun- 
selors, unless the President had personal prefer- 
ences of his own, but to them should have 
been added the best hospital surgical skill of 


Washington, and, if needs be, of Philadeiphia and 
New-York. Among the very first things which 
should have been done was the selection of trained 
male surgical nurses, at least three, and, better, 
four, one of whom should always have been on 
guard, and one or two more thin ready call, 
night and day. Atleast one of the attending sur- 
geons should have been in the White House all the 
time and fresh and well rested. Mrs. Garfield, or 
one of her lady friends, could always have been 
sa by day, and one of the President’s male 
riends at night. Butnolifting orany other service 
should have been performed except by a physician 
or trained surgical male nurse. The medical profes- 
sion are well pleased at the attendance of Sur- 
omfg Barnes and especially by that of Dr. 
oodward, of the Army, but it misses Surgeon- 
General Wales, who is thoroughly competent, both 
ractically and theoretically. It is also not quite cer- 
ain that the best hospital surgical skill of Washing- 
ton is at the President’s bedside. It is well satisfied 
that New-York and Philadelphia have been so well 
represented, and has no special fault with the 
medical management of the case, with the excep- 
tion of the er but we do now feel quite sure 
that Washington has not its best surgical knowl- 
edge at the President’s bedside, although it may be 
good, or more than good. Old-fashioned nursing, 
in which sympathy and affection are made to take 
the place of skilled attention. is long among the 
things of the past in the best families and in the 
rofession. Friends and relatives are needlessly 
roken down thereby, and the patient suffers from 
the want of trained skill. From the earliest mo- 
ment there should have been a large enough num- 
ber of trained surgical male nurses, so that none 
should become exceptionally fatigued or jaded. 
Then the relatives and friends of the President 
might bave exhausted themselves as much as their 
rig athy and affection led them to without injury 
© him. 

Dr. Baxter has no rights, for the code says: ‘‘If 
a member of the profession neglect his business in 
quest of pleasure and amusement he cannot be 
considered asentitied tothe advantagesof * * * 
this fraternal courtesy. He should have waited 
until the President had left Washington if he re- 
garded himself as the family physician. 

But, as before said, especially in Washington, 
should the Army, Navy. and_hospital medical dis- 
cipline, in the way of sound and skilled nursing, 
have shown itself promptly. The Army and Navy 
and hospital medical men should have attended to 
this as soon as the first shock and surprise was 
over. Drs. Townshend and Wales have been 
treated with the grossest discourtesy, and if the 
President dies Dr. Bliss, and perhaps Dr. Reyburn, 
may be held partially responsible, J.C, P.

We have witnessed 
with satisfaction the marks of favor and approval 
with which her Majesty has, from time to time, 
manifested her sense of the value of your distin- 
guished services, and we beg to he permitted to 
congratulate you on your recent elevation to the 
highest rank in that branch of the public service, 
which we trust you may long continue to adorn— 
congratulations not unmingled with regret that 
this promotion causes your removal to another 
and a distant scene of duty. Be assured, Sir, that 
wherever you may go you will carry with you, for 
yourself as well as for Lady Thornton and all the 
members of your family, the sincere respect, es- 
teem, and good-will of the British residents of 
New-York.”

McLain was locked upin the Eighth 
Precinct Police Station, and kept there until yes- 
terday morning, when he was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Shields. After hear- 
ing McLain’s story, the Commissioner discharged 
him from custody.

The Sub-Committee of the Democratic Com- 
mittee of One Hundred met last evening to hear 
protestants against the conduct of the primaries 
of the party on last Tuesday evening.

The dispatch was verified, as usual, by 
another dispatch signed ‘O. K. K. & B.,’’ mean- 
ing “All right. Kelly & Bliss.” On receipt of tne 
second dispatch the manager of the pool-room be- 
gan paying off on Krupp Gun. ; 

The Cashier of the Exchange received word 
eventually to pay off on Krupp Gun. The Gold 
and Stock instrument in the Exchange indicated 
that Ripple had won the race, and thinking things 
rather mixed, the Cashier telegrarhed_ back for 
further orders before he would pay off, quoting 
the ‘ticker’ as authority that Ripple had won. 
The people at Hunter's Point then began to suspect 


that something was wrong, stop’ paying off on 
the race, and made inquiry at the ee office 
at Hunter’s Point.

_ BURGLARS IN NEWARK. 


palvis “ANE IRE 

DISCOVERED BY A NEWSPAPER MAN AND 
CAPTURED BY THE POLICE-——HOPPING 
OVER TOMBSTONES, 


* One of the most exciting chases that the Po- 
lice have ever had occasion to make after burglars 
occurred at an early hour yesterday morningin New- 
ark, The jewelry store of Mr. James Traphagan is 
situated on the ground floor of the building at No, 
858 Broad-street, in that city. The upper stories of 
the house are divided into flats. Mr. Joseph 
Knorr, the business manager of the newspaper 
Deutsche-Zeitun, resides in one of these flats, 
directly over the store. At about 8:45 
o’clock yesterday morning his wife was rudely 
aroused by the noise of a violent explo- 
sion in the jeweler’s establishment. She 
immediately awakened her husband and informed 
him of what she had heard. After listening anx- 
fously for afew moments, a succession of suspi- 
cious sounds greeted their ears, which convinced 
them that burglars were at work in the lower part 
of the premises. Knorr sprang quickly from his 
bed. The time was then precisely 3:50 o’clock. He 
knew that the regular night patrols had just been 
called in, and that the officers who were to 


succed them for day duty would soon 
come along. He accordingly seated himself with 
at composure at one of the front windows of 
is bedroom, threw up the sash, and quietly await- 
ed the advent of the Police. Within a few seconds 
he saw Sergt. Freeman A. Edwards approach- 
ing with the regular relieving squadof men. As 
they were about to pass his house Knorr leaned 
out of the window and brought the party to a halt 
by a significant gesture. Then, in a low tone of 
voice, he told the Sergeant of his belief that 
burglars were in the building and of the strange 
noises that had come from below. Edwards there- 
upon dispatched a portion of his squad, at double- 
quick time, around the Laundry-court, at the rear 
of the premises, to cut off retreat in that direction, 
and stationed other patrolmen st the front en- 
trance. Then he and Officer Noll went into the 
hallwav leading to the flats. When they had 
gone as far as the side door which opened 
from the hallway into the store, they saw three 
men crouched in the back part of the passage. As 
scon as the burglars perceived that they had been 
discovered they rushed out through the rear door 
at the end of the hall into the yard, which they 
traversed with a few bounds, and scaled 
the fence adjoining Laundry-court, The Ser- 
geant and Noll were quick to pursue the fu- 
gitives, and clambered over the tall fence, 
‘he officers who had been sent around to the court 
had not reached the desired point in time to arrest 
the flight of the burglars, and the latter, without 
molestation, scaled the opposite wall of the old 
cemetery. The Sergeant and his companion, 
who were in hot pursuit, called upon 
them to halt, and when the _ fugitives 
aid no attention to this summons. the 
olice drew their revolvers and fired upon them. 
Two of the burglars stopped, turned about, and re- 
turned the fire, but no one of the party was struck. 
The chase was then continued over the tomb- 
stonesin the graveyard, until Maiden-lane was 
reached. At that juncture in this exciting hunt, Of- 
ficer Waldron, who had been one of those sent into 
Laundry-court, made a flank movement and inter- 
cepted the least nimble of the burglars, whom the 
terrible pace and the difficult nature of the ground 
had almost completely exhausted. Patrolman 
Noli came up an instant later and helped to secure 
him, Waldron then retired with his prisoner 
to the station-house, and Noll resumed 
the chase atter the two others. They ranata 
headlong gaitthrough Maiden-lane to Washington- 
street and up the latter thoroughfare to the narrow 
alley which leads into the rear part of C. Nugent 
& Co.’s morocco factory. The engineer and watch- 
man of the establishment were on duty at the 
time, but the burglars, with drawn revolvers, 
dashed up to them andin hurried tones explained 
that they were detectives and wished to search the 
place for a criminal whom they said they believed 
to be concealed in it. They enforced this demand at 
the muzzles of their pistols, and the watchman led 
them, in terror of his life, through the premises to 
the front door. They ordered him to open it, and 
he complied. They then ran into Halsey-street 
and continued their flight. Just as they disap- 
peared Officer Noll arrived at the factory. He had 
seen them enter it, and had fired at them. but with- 
out effect. On learning where they had made their 
exit he followed them, and again caught sight of 
them as they were turning from Halsey-street into 
Market-street, but they flied up an alleyway be- 
tween the Newsboys’ Lodging-house and Molter’s 
restaurant, and escaped. 

In the meantime, just as Officer Waldron had 
captured one of the etn ga in the cemetery, 
Sergt. Edwards saw a fourth man moving along Hal- 
sey-street suspiciously. The Sergeant gave chase, 
and the man, after running into Market-street, 
was overtaken and arrested in a doorway near At- 
lantic Garden, in which he had hid himself. When 
the prisoner was taken to the station-house he gave 
his name as Andrew Connor, and said that he was 29 
wer of age, a speculator, and lived in Camden, 

Valdron’s captive had already been registered as 
George Williams, of Boston, aged 21, and by oscu- 
epee aprinter. When Officer Noll returned from 

is unsuccessful hunt, he took off his uniform, and 
dressing himseif in civilians clothes, went out again 
in quest of the two burglars who had evaded him. 
He traced two men tothe Ferry-street depot of 
the Newark and New-York Railroad, and arrested 
them. One gave his name as Alexander Traud, 
of Brooklyn, and established his innocence and re- 
spectability so clearly that he was subsequently 
discharged. ‘The other, who said he was John Mc- 
Gee. of Plainfield, where he is employed as a hat- 
ter, was locked up. Laterinthe day Officers Hall 
and Degan arrested Thomas Dougherty and Frank 
Gillhooly, in Rivers-street, on suspicion of being 
implicated in the affair, and they were put in cells. 

Connors and Williams were arraigned at noon 
before Justice Ricord, when charges of burglary 
and shooting at the officers were made against 
them. They declined to say anything, and were 
committed. The other prisoners will be held for 
examination. On searching the jewelry store it 
was found that the burglars had forced open the 
door with a jimmy, and bad, by the explosion that 
aroused Mrs. Knorr, blown off the combination 
plate of the lock on the safe, in which they had 
drilled many holes. They had not, however, opened 
the safe. In their flight they abandoned a full kit 
of crackman’s tools.
